San Rafael Council Agrees To Mishandling 
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Report Condemns 
Attica Shooting 


Blue-Ribbon Probe 
Blasts Rockefeller 


ALBANY (UPI) — The citizens’ commission 
named to inv estigate the Attica prison riot report­ 
ed today there was “ no ju stification” for the 
“ clearly indiscriminate firing” which pu t an end 
one y ear ago to the nation’s bloodiest prison riot in 
which 43 men died. 
“ With the ex ception of the 
Indian m assacres in the late 
19th Centu ry ,” the commission 
said, “ the state police assau lt 
which ended the fou r-day prison 
u prising was the bloodiest en­ 
cou nter betw een A m ericans 
since the Civ il W ar.” 
Releasing its findings on the 


first anniv ersary of the rebel­ 
lion, the blu e ribbon McKay 
Commission also held that the 
rev olt w as spontaneou s, not 
planned; that the dem and for 
am nesty was the m ain barrier 
to a peacefu l solu tion; and that 
Gov . N elson A. R ockefeller 


shou ld hav e gone to the scene. 
It recommended a series of 
prison reforms, bu t also su g­ 
gested that in case of su ch 
ou tbreaks prisons be retaken 
qu ickly , if possible, or that ne­ 
gotiations not inclu de ou tside 
influ ences. 


Highlights of the 5 5 0-page re­ 
port, plu s photographs and 
films were schedu led for v iew­ 
ing Wednesday night at 8 :30 
p.m . ov er National Edu cational 
Telev ision. 
T he nine -m e m be r pa ne l, 
headed by Robert B. McKay , 
dean of the New York Univ ersi­ 
ty Law School, spent 10 months 
interv iewing 2,5 00 persons in 
both pu blic and priv ate ses­ 
sions. 
The commission warned a 
prison riot cou ld happen again 


at Attica. It said it saw some 
im prov em ents in prison life 
since the riot, bu t little redu c­ 
tion of the hostilities and fru s­ 
trations that led to the riot. 
The commission noted that 
the best ev idence that things 
had not changed greatly at 
Attica was this su m m er's strike 
by iWO of the 1,200 Attica in­ 
m ates ov er the firing of a nu rse 
and other conditions at the pris­ 
on. The dem onstration w as 
peacefu l. 
“ The cy cle of m isu nderstand­ 
ing, protest and reaction contin­ 
u es and confrontation rem ains 
the only langu age in which the 
inmates feel they can call a t­ 
tention to the sy stem ,” the re ­ 
port said.

San Rafael Adopts Pay Scale 
Despite Mishandling Admission

A shocked San Rafael City 
u ncil last night agreed with 
fety empoly ees that salary 
gotiations had been mishan- 
‘d bu t nev ertheless adopted a 
y scale established weeks 
o. (Another San Rafael City 
lu ncil story , page 19) 
[)ne dism ay ed cou ncilm an 
id the possibility that the 
lary and fringe benefit offer 
is based on inaccu rate fig­ 
es was appalling. 
Both the cou ncil and safety 


em ploy ees agreed tha t city 
staff had handled the salary 
m a tte r in an u nsatisfactory 
manner. 


“ The figu res as presented are 
not correct. .. the city m anag­ 
e r’s figu res are not accu rate,” 
declared police representativ e 
Sgt. Henry W. Ingwersen short­ 
ly before the u nanimou s v ote. 


Ingwersen said that the city 
ranked thirteenth on a list of 18 
benchm ark cities in California 
as popu lated as San Rafael, and 
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not eighth as the cou ncil had 
fou nd last Thu rsday . 
The cou ncil after a closed 
session Thu rsday reaffirm ed a 
prev iou s offering of a 5 per cent 
salary increase effectiv e Sept. 1 
and a $2 monthly increase in 
benefits. May or C. Pau l Bettini 
said 
then that the cou ncil’s 
position was firm becau se the 
benchm ark ranking su pplied by 
staff “ forced u s to take the 
cou rse of fiscal responsibility .” 
Ingwersen said that staff's 
comparison of the benchmark 
cities m ade San Rafael safety 
employ ees seem better off than 
they a re 
becau se “ c e rta in 
items had been left ou t.” Dis­ 
crepancies ranged from $737 to 
$10 , he said, adding that social 
se c u rity benefits had been 
dropped completely from one 
benchm ark city tabu lation. 
Finance Director John B. Av - 
crctt said the tabu lation was 
the resu lt of a phone su rv ey 
compiled by a com petent ac­ 
cou ntant. 
Ingwersen said that the 5 per 
cent hike and 
$2 benefit in­ 
crease wou ld place San Rafael 
police on a scale equ al to Nov a-

The Marin Cou nty Planning 
Commission approv ed a contro­ 
v ersial hilltop hou sing dev elop­ 
m ent near Tibu ron y esterday 
afternoon, and last night the 
Tibu ron City Cou ncil reacted 
with anger, declaring it will 
carry the fight to the cou nty 
board of su perv isors. (Other 
cou nty planning com m ission 
and T ibu ron cou ncil storie s, 
page 36 .) 
Approv ed u nanimou sly by th e 
co m m issio n w a s a 128-u n it 
project on 32 acres ov erlooking 
the Reedlands and Bel Aire 
su bdiv isions. 
As in the past, the Highlands 
— as the dev elopment is called 
— drew criticism from nearby 
residents who said 128 homes 
on the 32-acre site wou ld be too 
dense and wou ld add to already 
bad sewage, traffic and drain­ 
age conditions. 
H ow ev er, the com m ission 


v oted to approv e the m aster 
plan 
for the dev elopm ent, 
which originally called for 148 
single-fam ily and tow nhou se 
dwellings. 


“ I think it’s a su itable density 
and a su itable ty pe of dev elop­ 
m ent (for the area),” comment­ 
ed Commissioner M argaret B. 
Azev edo in mov ing for adoption 
of the plan. 
She said it prov ided m u - 
chneeded, 
m odera te-in co m e 
hou sing in an a rea composed of 
predominantly higher income 
families. Other commissioners 
agreed. 
The Tibu ron City Cou ncil last 
night denou nced the planning 
commission for approv ing the 
project adjacent to the city and 
agreed to appeal “ as forcibly 
as possible” to the board of 
su perv isors to reject it. 
Cou ncilman Branwell D. Fan­ 
ning, say ing the hilltop project 


wou ld be “ v isible from practi­ 
cally the whole Bay A rea,” 
su ggested the city cou ld block 
access to it by closing city 
streets.

plans. 
The cou ncil receiv ed the rec­ 
ommendations in writing from 
Andrew J. Sny der, parks and 
recreation director, and Stev en 
H. G oldfarb, redev elopm ent 
consu ltant. 
Sny der said ti wou ld be nei­ 
ther economically feasible nor 
recreationally wise to acqu ire 
the historic estate and grou nds 
on Mission Av enu e. 
A lthou gh noting the m ain 
hou se cou ld be u sed as a mu ­ 
seu m, Sny der wrote that all of 
the ex isting stru ctu res on the 
property “ are in old and dilapi­ 
dated condition.”

Initial improv ements, care, 
m aintenance and u pkeep wou ld 
make the bu ilding u nacceptable 
for recreational pu rposes, Sny ­ 
der said, also citing problems 
inv olv ing v andalism and sen­ 
iors negotiating stairs.

WASHINGTON (U PD -Form - 
er Commerce Secretary M au r­ 
ice H. Stans has labeled a 
“ scu rrilou s pack of lies” Demo­ 
c ra tic charges he div erted 
$114,000 in President Nix on’s 
cam paign fu nds to pay a squ ad 
of political spies and then de­ 
stroy ed the records. 
The charges were lodged as 
the Democratic party named 
Stans, now Nix on’s campaign 
finance chief, as one of sev eral 
new codefendants in a civ il 
dam age su it stem m ing from 
the alleged bu gging of the of­ 
fices of the Democratic Nation­ 
al Committee last Ju ne 17. 
The Democrats said the fiv e 
m en arrested in the party head­ 
qu arters with w hat police de­ 
scribed as bu gging gear in their 
possession were “ paid secret 
agents” of the Committee • for 
the Re-Election of the President 
(CRP). They charged that Stans 
prov ided the money for this 
“ political espionage squ ad” and 
in fact “em barked u pon a con­ 
spiracy ” to form it. 
The charges were to be filed 
form ally today with the U.S. 
D istrict Cou rt here in the form 
of an amended complaint in the 
civ il su it, lodged in Ju ne by 
form e r D em ocratic N ational 
Chairm an Lawrence F. O’Brien 
against the men cau ght in the 
he a d qu a rte rs. 
O 'B rien also 
u pped the party ’s demands for 
dam ages from $1 million to $3.2 
million. 
“ Mr. O’B rie n’s allegations 
against me are a scu rrilou s 
pack of lies and he knows it.” 
S tans said in a statem ent. 
“ They amou nt to nothing more 
than a contemptible maneu v er 
to u se the cou rt for his own 
base political pu rpose—and the 
American people will recognize 
it.” 
Sim ilar harsh words came 


from Clark MacGregor, Nix on’s 
campaign m anager. He said 
O'Brien’s allegations were noth­ 
ing bu t “ political libel and slan­ 
der” and said he wou ld slap a 
cou ntersu it for maliciou s prose­ 
cu tion on the Democrats. 


Meanwhile, Maine Dem ocrat­ 
ic Chairm an Sev erin M. Beli- 
v eau told U PI he wou ld file 
another su it a g ainst alleged 
participants in the political spy 
ring later this week.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Sar­ 
gent Shriv er said y esterday 
President Nix on issued one of 
the most “ sanctimonious and 
inaccurate statements in the 
history of the country ” when he 
accused Sen. George McGov ern 
of adv ocating a welfare ethic. 
“ There is no American who 
prefers the welfare ethic,” said 
Shriv er, the Democratic v ice 
presidential candidate, “ ex cept 
may be Mr. (Gov . Ronald) Re­ 
agan who prefers it because he 
doesn’t pay any tax es. He lets 
all y ou work for him.” 
Shriv er mix ed a slashing at­ 
tack against Nix on with occa­ 
sional jabs at the California 
Republican gov ernor in capping 
a whirlwind tour Monday night. 
After campaigning in San 
Francisco, Los Angeles and 
Sacramento Monday , Shriv er 
planned today to v isit the home 
of a Mex ican-American hard hit 
by property tax es, then fly to 
Portland, Ore. 
In Sacramento, Shriv er spoke 
to 1,200 persons who blocked a 
downtown street on a chilly 
night to attend a campaign 
headquarters opening.’ 
Shriv er protested Nix on’s La­ 
bor Day statement that “ we are 
faced this y ear with the choice 
between the ’work ethic’ that 
built this nation’s character and 
the ’welfare ethic' that could 
cause the American character 
to weaken.” 
“ This man has not only added 
unemploy ment, added to the 
cost of welfare, raised y our 


tax es, but at the same time he 
comes out with one of the most 
sanctimonious and inaccurate 
statements in the history of this 
country ,” Shriv er said. He said 
it also “ is one of the most 
unethical statements In the his­ 
tory of the country *” ' 
“ I’v e been In more ghettoei 
than Nix on and (Vice President 
Spiro) Agnew put tggether,” he 
said, “ and I hav e y et to see the 
American male or female who 
prefers to beg rather than 
work.”

Th e admissio ns 
were o n co nditio n th eir priso n 
sentences be co ncurrent and 
th e judge o rdered th at. 
Mo ultry and Lee were arrest­ 
ed March 29 by sh eriff’s depu­ 
ties after a ch ase fro m Marin 
City acro ss th e Go lden Gate 
Bridge.

Indus trial 
Park Wins 
Approv al 


The Corte Madera Planning 
C om m ission approv ed last 
night, ov er its chairman’s ob­ 
jections, “ a sophisticated indus­ 
trial park with office space, 
env ironment and architecture.” 
The approv al was for a fiv e- 
unit project at 200 Tamal Vista 
Boulev ard to be known as Fifer 
Industrial Park, composed of 
warehouses and professional of­ 
fices. 


Commission Chairman C. 
William Thomas argued that 
the loading area behind the 
warehouses was inadequate and 
that a large truck trailer could 
block truck traffic by backing 
up to load or unload. 


J ohn Campbell, who present­ 
ed the proposal, and dev eloper 
Peter Hay ward contended truck 
driv ers could be made to park 
parallel instead of backing up, 
thus 
av oiding 
any 
traffic 
congestion. Hay ward said he 
could redesign the project to 
allow more loading space but 
said that would take away the 
concept he was wanted for the 
town, “ a sophisticated industri­ 
al park . . 


Consideration had been con­ 
tinued since a public hearing 
Aug. 14 when commissioners 
complained about lack of ac­ 
cess roads. Campbell pointed 
out that an access loop road has 
since been designed for the 
perimeter of the property . 
But Thomas remained skepti­ 
cal, and the v ote was 3-1. 
Thomas warned Hay ward 
that the project may come un­ 
der the town’s moratorium on 
dev elopment. 
He said he was warning all 
dev elopers of that possibility , 
the city council hav ing slapped 
a four-month moratorium on all 
building and rezoning of resi­ 
dential property of more than 
one acre or fiv e lots in J uly and 
approv ed an ordinance on first 
reading last week that could 
bar dev elopment for up to a 
y ear.

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Jittery Munich 
Acts On Threat 


MUNICH. Germany (UPD- 
The Defense Ministry, already 
jittery due to the Olympic mas­ 
sacre. scrambled two jet fight­ 
ers and closed airspace over 
Munich Monday night when it 
received a report of a night­ 
mare plot to bomb the packed 
Olympic Stadium during clos­ 
ing ceremonies. 
The F104 Starfighters spent 
an hour hunting an “ unidenti­ 
fied flying object” which turned 
out to he an errant Finnish 
airliner. 


The Defense Ministry said the 
painful episode began with a 
“ confirmed police report” at 
8 :03 p.m. that “ Arab terror­ 
ists” had stolen a private plane 
from Leonberg airport, near 
Stuttgart. The report said the 
terrorists planned to drop a 
bomb on the huge Olympic Sta­ 
dium. packed with up to 80,000 
spectators and several thou­ 
sand athletes participating in 
ceremonies closing out the 1072 
Games. 
Twelve minutes later came 
the report that an “ unidentified 
flying object” (UFO) had been 
picked up on civil and military 
radar screens. Defense Minis­ 
ter Georg Leber immediately 
ordered the two Starfighters off 
the runway at Neuburg airbase. 
Leber also ordered all normal 
air traffic banned from the 


Munich area. The UFO re­ 
sponded by disappearing from 
radar screens. 
At 9:05 p.m. came the word 
the search had been called off. 
The UFO? An errant DCS 
Finnair airliner. It had landed 
at Fuerstenfeldbruck military 
base near Munich after losing 
its way. The base was the scene 
of last week’s massacre of 10 
Israeli Olympic team members. 


The stolen private plane did 
not exist. Police in Stuttgart 
said an aircraft had left Leon­ 
berg, but on a scheduled flight. 
It had landed routinely at its 
destination, Baden-Baden, a 
spa city to the south. 


The police were unable to 
explain how the plane’s depar­ 
ture had generated the report 
received by the Defense Minis­ 
try. 


Whatever blushes the episode 
caused, it gave a graphic exam­ 
ple of West Germany’s state of 
nerves following the tragic 
events of last week. 
On Sunday, an unidentified 
Frenchman in the Olympic Vil­ 
lage reported he had heard 
shots—a report that brought out 
hundreds of armed police, 
equipped with tracker dogs. 
They found nothing. A police 
spokesman said the affair still 
is a mystery. 


Accident Victim 
Listed Critical 


A Fairfax man was reported 
in critical condition at Marin 
General Hospital today with in­ 
juries sustained in a motorcycle 
accident Saturday night on the 
Fairfax-Bolinas Road near 
Camp Lillienthal. 
Jack Lee Hultman, 19, of 73 
Cypress Drive was under inten­ 
sive care at the hospital for 
head and chest injuries. 
A companion, Kim Bannister, 
16, of 127 Cypress Drive was 
treated at Marin General for 
multiple scrapes and bruises, 
according to hospital reports. 
According to the California 
Highway Patrol, Bannister was 
driving the motorcycle when it 
went into a ditch at 11:30 a.m. 
Hultman was a passenger, ac­ 
cording to the patrol. 


West Germany Urges 
Action On Terrorism 


ROME (UPI)-West Germany 
urged its European allies today 
to take collective action to stop 
terrorism such as the Olympic 
massacre in Munich. 
F oreign M inister W alter 
Scheel told a meeting of the 10 
foreign ministers of the en­ 
larged Common Market that 
national security officials from 
all 10 nations should meet to 
counter terrorism. 
Informed sources said the 
ministers decided to ask the 
Common M arket’s political 
committee, which meets later 
this month, to draw up detailed 
proposals. 
The Palestinian attack on the 


Olympic village in Munich 
brought Europe onto center 
stage in the Middle East con­ 
flict and convinced many gov­ 
ernments of the need for action. 
But there were strong doubts 
that all 10 nations would agree 
on what to do. 
Western Europe gets almost 
all of its oil from the Middle 
East and is wary of offending 
Arab nations. British diplo­ 
mats, among others, pointed 
out that an anti-terrorist pro­ 
gram, to be effective, almost 
inevitably would have racist 
overtones. 
While the foreign ministers 
met in a 17 th century villa in

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suburban Frascati, finance 
ministers talked at the Trea­ 
sury Ministry in Rome, with a 
joint meeting in Frascati sched­ 
uled for later today. The main 
item on the agenda was wheth­ 
er or not France will veto the 
scheduled European summit 
meeting. 
All signs indicated the sum­ 
mit will be held. French For­ 
eign Minister Maurice Schu­ 
mann praised an agenda drawn 
up for the meeting. And the 
finance ministers, in a Monday 
session, agreed in principle on 
a European monetary fund. 
But Schumann said he might 
let today’s meeting pass with 
no definite word on France’s 


decision—even though the sum­ 
mit is tentatively scheduled for 
Paris on Oct. 19-20, barely five 
weeks away. 
France first agreed to the 
meeting, then began to hedge 
when it appeared that the sum­ 
mit might discuss not only eco­ 
nomic and monetary union, 
which France favors, but uni­ 
fied foreign and political poli­ 
cies, which it opposes. Early in 
the summer, French President 
Georges Pompidou announced 
that there was no point in 
holding the summit unless 
agreement was guaranteed in 
advance. 
The other nine nations largely 
bowed to France’s wishes, ac- 


eording to the 23-page agenda. 
It called for detailed progress 
on economic unity, but talked in 
gen eralities and platitu des 
about foreign policy and politi­ 
cal unity. 
France’s refusal to say yes or 
no visibly angered its allies.

As Bo b and Nancy Ro ach see 
it they squeezed 21 y ears o f jo y 
into sev en, and fo r almo st fiv e 
o f tho se sev en y ears they liv ed 
with the kno wledge that their 
daughter, Erin, had leukemia. 
They lo st Erin in April. 
“ In no way were the y ears a 
to tally negativ e ex perience,” 
Nancy Ro ach said as she sat 
galncing at the trees o utside o f 
the co uple’s hill to p ho me in 
Mill Valley . 
There was no basis fo r her 
fear, Nancy said, but she sus­ 
pected Erin had leukemia ev en 
befo re the diagno sis was made 
when Erin was 
y ears o ld. 
“ When o ur wo rst fears were 
co nfirmed the initial sho ck was 
as if we were to ld she was 
dead, and I went into a mo urn­ 
ing 
perio d 
fo r abo ut two 
mo nths,” she said. “ I felt so 
negativ e at first, and then o ne 
night I sat up in bed and 
realized it was time to stop 
feeling so rry fo r my self, that 
Erin needed me.” 


THE MOST important thing, 
Nancy said, was to give Erin as 
normal a life as possible, both 
em otionally and physically. 


This was difficult especially 
during the times that Erin’s 
resistance was lo w and she was 
susceptible to co ntageo us dis­ 
eases. She had to stay o ut o f 
cro wds and ho me fro m scho o l 
during these times. 
“ Pro bably the hardest thing 
to do was to discipline Erin,” 
Nancy said, “ but being no rmal 
I y elled and screamed at her, 
and, o h go sh y es, I go t angry at 
her.” 


The Ro aches are fo unding 
members of the Candlelighters 
Society, a group of 
parents 
whose children hav e been af­ 
flicted with cancer. Sharing ex­ 
periences with other parents is 
what gave her strength, Nancy 
said. 


The members who had lost 
children offered great emotion­ 
al support, Nancy explained. 
“They had experienced things 
we were going through and by 
being with them I gained en­ 
couragem ent and strength,” 
she said. 
The Roaches are still very 
active in the Candlelighters, 
and Nancy has designed a

that are used to purchase 
equipment for local hospitals 
and help needy families with 
cancer strick en children.

“ YOU KNOW, the world is 
divided into copers and nonco- 
pers, and as one mother put it, 
‘On Moday you may be a coper, 
and you may be a non-coper on 
Tuesday.’ We made plenty of 
mistak es.” 
Following the diagnosis Erin 
was given a 1 per cent chance 
for survival, Nancy said. 
“ I had no false hopes, but I 
did fantasize when I heard 
about a new drug or new treat­ 
ments,” she said. 
Erin had to be told she had a 
serious illness because of the 
treatm ent, but no purpose 
would have been served by 
telling her the name of the 
disease. 
“She probably would have 
gone around telling everyone 
she had ^leuk emia, and that 
would have made people un­ 
comfortable,” Na n cy sa id . 
A seriously ill person and the 
person’s family often become 
isolated from society because 
people avoid them, Nancy said. 


“ AT FIRST you think it is 
because people do not care and 
then you realize they are avoid­ 
ing you because they don’t 
k now what to say,” she said. 


“ I avoided places and people 
because I did not want to mak e 
them uncomfortable, and then I 
realized this wasn’t giving Erin 
the normal life I wanted her to 
have, so when I saw people I 
would offer, ‘I’m sure you must 
be wondering how things are 
going with Erin,’ and I would 
tell them how she was doing.” 


After Erin’s death it became 
awk ward again, Nancy said, 
but expressions of feelings from 
friends have meant so much, as 
does empathy. 


“ When you are suffering in­ 
side and someone offers just- 
sympathy, lik e a woman who 
used to grab my arm and look 
at me with sad eyes, it only 
mak es things worse. You don’t 
need that type of emotion,” she 
explained. 


When Erin lost her hair be­ 
cause of treatment Nancy went 
to great lengths to have a wig 
made for her only to find out 
that Erin didn’t mind being 
without hair. 


Florida Named 
U.S. Cap ital 
For Honeymoons 


MIAMI (UPI>—Florida won 
distinction today as “the honey­ 
moon capital of the world.” 
The designation was made by 
Bride’s Magazine which made a 
national survey of its readers. 
Publisher Robert M. Thorsen 
presented Lt. Gov. Tom Adams 
a mounted and engraved Steu­ 
ben crystal bowl to commemo­ 
rate the occasion. 
More than 400,000 newlyweds 
will honeymoon in Florida this 
year, Thorsen predicted. 
“We estimate that brides and 
grooms will spend in excess of 
$100 million for their Florida 
honeymoons this ye a r,” he 
said. 
The Florida honeymooners, 
Thorsen said, represent 15 per 
cent of the estimated 2,192,000 
m arriages which will tak e 
place in the United States in 
1972. 
Contrary to what many peo­ 
ple believe that “people don’t 
get married any more,” Th o r­ 
sen said, “ Marriage is at an all- 
time high in the United States,” 
and shows a continuous upward 
trend. 


“ All we go t o ut o f the wig 
v /as a day o f pictures. The wig 
was unco mfo rtable and she 
co uldn’t stand it. In o rdering 
the wig I sho wed emo tio n, no t 
wisdo m,” Nancy said. 


“Bob handled it so well. He 
and Erin lo o ked in the mirro r 
to gether. Bo b is bald, and be 
to ld Erin, ‘At least y o urs will 
gro w back .’ After that I made 
her so me little clo che hats fo r 
when it was co ld. I almo st 
ruined a lo t with my anx iety .” 


PEOPLE TEND to sell chil­ 
dren short, Nancy said, because 
at 4 Erin understood the con­ 
cept of death, its finality and all 
of the ramifications o f death, 
especially the loss to the 
fami­ 
ly. She experienced the death 
o f 
a friend, who also had 
leuke­ 
mia, and a cousin who 
was 
drowned. 
“ When her cousin 
died she 
was upset because everyone 
around her was upset. Finally 
she said, in effect, ‘Stop crying 
and get on with life,’” Nancy 
said. 


When they realized E rin’s 
stay at Mount Zion Hospital in 
San Francisco would be her 
last, Nancy and Bob moved into 
the hospital with her. 
“ Erin was not afraid to die, 
but she was afraid to be alone,” 
Nancy said. 
Will she have another child, 
Nancy said she is often ask ed. 
“I call that the puppy syn­ 
drome’. Lik e when a puppy is 
run over and you go right out 
and replace it. No child is 
replaceable, and the loss is as 
great if you have many chil­ 
dren or one. The only difference 
is if you lose your only child 
your life style does change,” 
Nancy said. 
“ Erin taught me to live life to 
the fullest but with the reality 
that it will end. I don’t want 
another child to have to die or 
another parent to lose a child.”

If a little bit of natu ralism is 
right u p y ou r decorating alley , 
bu t y ou don’t hav e room for a 
su per game room, why not find 
a small comer where y ou can 
create y ou r own little ju ngle? 
Plants are proliferating as dec­ 
orations now, so y ou might 
want to create a semigarden at 
the same time.

Hot cereals cost less than 
ready -to-eat v arieties; u nswee­ 
tened cereals less than su gared. 
Whole grain enriched or forti­ 
fied cereal produ cts u su ally are 
less 
ex pensiv e (and more 
wholesome) than fancy crack­ 
ers and special breads. 
Figu re the cost and then de­ 
cide which is for y ou r family . 
Stop before y ou holler abou t 
y ou r food bill. Chances are 
y ou ’v e got a lot of other things 
besides food in y ou r shopping 
cart. According to the U.S. De­ 
partment of Agricu ltu re, ov er 
one-fifth of the money spent at 
grocery stores goes for non-food 
items — things like soap, paper 
goods, pet foods, clothing, cos­ 
metics, cigarettes and alcoholic 
bev erages.

'Tennis Everyone?' — 
A Fast Growing Sport 


NEW YORK (U PI)-That 
cliche abou t “Tennis any one?” 
looks as if it cou ld become 
“Tennis ev ery one.” 
The keepers of statistics say 
the emergence of professional 
tennis as a glamou r sport has 
been paralleled in growth by 
the amateu r game. 


Michael J. Bu ms, director of 
the U.S. Lawn Tennis Associa­ 
tion (USLTA), say s the sport is 
growing by abou t one million 
more play ers each y ear, that 
today the nu mber of play ers in 
the United States alone is esti­ 
mated at 11.5 million. 


There’s no cou nt av ailable on 
the additional millions of spec­ 
tators of a sport that, according 
to Ency clopedia Britannica, has 
its roots in a family of games 
play ed in Egy pt and Persia 500 
y ears B.C. 
Bou tiqu es featu ring tennis 
garb are proliferatin^-and 
profiting. So are the stores fea­ 
tu ring equ ipment, th e ten n is 
camps, teaching pros, cou rts 
(4000 bu ilt last y ear) and some­ 
thing now to make tennis a 
y ear-rou nd game—the sophisti­ 
cated, cov ered indoor facility 
with special appeal to the wom­ 
en. 
Some of these facilities pro­ 
v ide lu x u ry lou nges, fashion 
shops, nu rseries and baby sit­ 
ters, women’s leagu es and ten­ 
nis clinics. 
A 1971 Nielsen stu dy for the 
USLTA showed total spending 
on tennis at $402 million a y ear. 


And that’s not inclu ding the 
“gate” for tou rnaments su ch as 
the rich U.S. Opens which ju st 
finished at New York’s West 
Side Tennis Clu b in Forest Hills 
or the Virginia Slims tou rs for 
women professionals. Last 
y ear, the tou r drew an estimat­ 
ed 170,000.

Spokesmen for Virginia Slims 
said the av erage of its tou ring 
pros was $30,000 to $35,000 a 
y ear. 
Undou btedly , mu ch of the 
growing interest, particu larly 
among the y ou ng, resu lts from 
the national and international 
championship play of the teen­ 
age and early 20s grou ps. They 
can make it, why not we too? 
Two girls with the charisma 
of y ou th and fearlessness 
against older, more ex peri­ 
enced riv als are Ev onne Goola- 
gong and Chris Ev ert. 
Ev onne, ju st tu rned 20, be­ 
came the darling of tennis from 
the time she came ou t of Barel- 
lan, a little v illage in New 
Sou th Wales, and took the wom­ 
en’s singles title at Wimbledon 
last y ear, one of the y ou ngest 
champs in the classic’s history . 
Ev onne, cu rly -haired, happy - 
go-lu cky , is o n e-eig h th 
aborigi­ 
ne and one of eight children of 
a Barellan sheep shearer. 
Miss Ev ert is from a Fort 
Lau derdale, Fla., tennis-play ­ 
ing family ; her father, Jimmy , 
is a pro at Holiday Park. They 
called Chris a “happening” last 
y ear when, only 16, she made 
her first appearance in the U.S. 
Opens and made it to the semi­ 
finals. Back this y ear, she also

She can’t u nder­ 
stand a woman “holding still” 
in a company where the men 
ru n the show and decide on the 
promotions. 
“AND I cou ld throttle the 
woman who say s she’d rather 
work for the man,” said the 
Chicago-born woman who owns 
her own Trahey Adv ertising 
Agency . 
“Women are serfs in most 
offices,” she said. “They do 
most of the work for less pay 
than the man.” 
Equ al pay for equ al work is 
in most instances ju st not the 
case, she said, althou gh 
“there’s a lot of tokenism in 
management today .” Bu t she 
continu ed in an interv iew, y ou 
can take a woman and a man 
gradu ating from college at the 
same time and the man will be 
hired for a better job than the 
woman. The woman probably 
will start as a secretary and 
work u p. “It’s a hard road,” 
she said.

WASHINGTON, D. C. - The 
o ppo rtunities and rights o f fed­ 
era lly em plo y ed wo men a re 
summarized in a new publica­ 
tio n. “ Calling All Wo men in 
Federal Serv ice,” issued by the 
Wo men’s Bureau o f the U. S. 
Department o f Labo r’s Emplo y ­ 
ment Standa rds Adm inistra ­ 
tio n. 
Directed to bo th present and 
po tential emplo y ees, the brief 
guide o utlines v ario us acts and 
ex ecutiv e o rders which elimi­ 
nate barriers to wo men’s equal 
emplo y ment o ppo rtunity in the 
federal go v ernment. It also de­ 
scribes special pro grams av ail­ 
able to wo men civ il serv ants, 
including co unseling, training 
and upward mo bility o ppo rtuni­ 
ties. 
Federal regulatio ns go v ern­ 
ing part-time emplo y ment, ma­ 
ternity leav e, maternity care 
benefits, membership in unio ns 
and asso ciatio ns and po litical 
rights are also included.

E liza b eth 
D unca n 
Ko o ntz, deputy assistant secre­ 
tary o f labo r and Wo men’s Bu­ 
reau directo r, and Mrs. J ay ne 
B. Spain, v ice chairman o f the 
C iv il S erv ice C o m m issio n , 
urged all federally emplo y ed 
wo men to beco me familiar with 
and av ail themselv es o f their 
o ppo rtunities. 
Bo th cited the federal go v ern­ 
ment as a “ pio neer” in equal 
o ppo rtunities fo r wo men. In 
1883 , the Civ il Serv ice Act was 
passed to pro v ide that wo men 
m ust be a dm inistered civ il 
serv ice ex a m ina tio ns o n the 
same basis as men. In 19 23 , the 
C la ssifica tio n Act 
required 
equal pay fo r equal w'o rk.

th is y ear we will p ay o u t $1.13 billio n . 
Th at will brin g th e 11-y ear to tal to $7 .58 
billio n — an d th at is q u ite a bag o f co in s. 


It go es to su p p o rt n in e Un iv ersity o f 
Califo rn ia camp u ses an d 19 state co llege 
an d u n iv ersity in stitu tio n s, an d to h elp 
fin an ce th e greatest n etwo rk o f co mmu n i­ 
ty co lleges in th e free wo rld . 


WHILE WE TAXPAYERS h av e been 
makin g it p o ssible fo r mo re an d mo re 
y o u n g p eo p le to atten d th e state’s co l­ 
leges an d u n iv ersities, we h av e also been 
in creasin g th e p er-stu d en t su p p o rt, in 
19 6 2, su p p o rt p er stu d en t at UC was 
$2,57 6 a y ear; to d ay it is $3,37 2.

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Petaluma Teachers Complain 
But Principally To Each Other 


Petaluma teachers may be 
outstanding in the classroom, 
but as militants they’ra flunk­ 
ing the course. 


The air in faculty rooms is 
practically blue with rage in 
nearly all schools, but for the 
most part teachers seem able 
to complain only to each other. 
Some gripes were aired at last 
week’s session with the Petalu­ 
ma Board of Education, but 
most teachers seemed reluctant 
to lay their cards on the table 
as board president Arthur L. 
Lafranchi had urged them to 
do. 


Most have been with the dis­ 
trict for 10 years and were out 
of college before protest move­ 
ments became routine. While 
the teachers express outrage 
with the system set down by 
administrators, they seem as 
closely restricted by their own 
system and feel uncomfortable 
making demands. 


THE TEACHERS seem tied 
to the old-fashioned classroom 
atmosphere and when they ap­ 
pear at board meetings it is 
they who take on the role of 
meek and mild students, hesi­ 
tant to question the authority of 
the board.

Give Up Mining 


W EISER, Idaho (UPI)-The 
two lone survivors of the Sun­ 
shine Silver Mine disaster that 
killed 91 co-workers near Kel­ 
logg, Idaho, have given up the 
trade and left the area. 
Ron Flory said he’d miss 
mining, “ but I don’t think I 
could ever go underground 
again.” 
Flory and Tom Wilkinson, 
who survived together for sev­ 
eral days in the gas-filled tun­ 
nels by finding an air pocket 
and eating the lunches left by- 
dead comrades, enrolled in a 
construction school following 
the May 2 disaster.

The teachers also seem to 
lack unity and spokesmen. The 
Association of Petaluma Area 
Teachers is a mild-mannered 
group with a wide representa­ 
tion, while the Petaluma Feder­ 
ation of Teachers (AFL-CIO) is 
quickly gaining the distinction 
of being the militant group.

Chiang Home After 
Case Of Pneumonia 


TA IPEI (UPI) - President 
Chiang Kai-shek has been re­ 
leased from the Veterans Gen­ 
eral Hospital where he was 
treated for “ a mild case of 
pneumonia,” reliable sources 
said today. 
The sources said Chiang, who 
will be 85 Oct. 31, left the 
hospital for his home in subur­ 
ban Taipei “ a few days ago.” 


WASHINGTON - Every four 
years 40 to 50 million Ameri­ 
cans vow that if their man 
doesn't win the presidency, 
they will move to Canada. 
This year is no different, and 
I have heard many of my de­ 
arest 
friends 
say, 
“ If 
McGoverrt is elected, I ’m tak­ 
ing the family to Canada.” Or 
“ If Nixon gets in for another 
four years, I ’m leaving the 
country.” 


THE TROUBLE with these 
threats is that the Canadians 
take them seriously. Since they 
are so short on population, the 
idea of 40 or 50 million new 
immigrants 
makes 
their 
mouths water. 


The Canadians start building 
new homes and schools to ac­ 
commodate the disenchanted 
American voters. Shopping cen­ 
ters are constructed, contracts 
are given out for drive-in thea­ 
ters and motels. 
The Canadians repaint all 
their buildings and touch up 
their lawns to make the Ameri­ 
cans feel at home. 
Night classes are given on 
how to treat the new arrivals. 
Welcome Wagons are beefed up 
and new factories are build to 
provide jobs for the millions of 
Democrats or Republicans who 
say they cannot live in the 
United States under a Commu­ 
nist Democratic or Fascist Re­ 
publican regime. 
To facilitate the move, Cana­ 
dian customs officials are told 
not to open any luggage of 
American emigrants. Canadian 
Mounties are instructed to go 
easy on traffic tickets. 
No expense is spared in pre­ 
paring for the influx of people. 


BUT WHAT inevitably hap­ 
pens is that after the election 
the 40 or 50 million people who 
vowed they would go to Canada 
change their minds and remain 
in the United States to stick it 
out under “ That Man in the 
White House.” 
I saw it happen when John 
Kennedy beat Nixon. I saw it 
happen again when Lyndon 
Johnson beat arry Goldwater, 
and again in 1968 when Richard 
Nixon defeated Hubert Hum­ 
phrey. 
Canada was waiting with wel­ 
coming arms for all the people 
who said they couldn’t live in 
the United States any more. 
Nobody came. 


AU the hopes and dreams of 
the Canadians to double their 
population overnight vanished, 
but it left a taste of bitterness 
that lingers on. 


THE GREATEST cause of 
anti-American feelings in Cana­ 
da can be attributed to our 
presidential election-year prom­ 
ises which people in this coun­ 
try have failed to keep. 
How long can the Canadians 
keep building up their country 
for people who promise to go 
there and then refuse to go? 
At the moment Canada is in a 
terrible quandary. The ambas­ 
sador in Washington has report­ 
ed that 45 million Republicans 
have vowed to go to Canada if 
George McGovern becomes 
President of the United States. 
He has also reported that sur­ 
veys indicate that 40 million 
Democrats will come if Nixoh 
stays in the White House. 
Canada must decide in the 
next few weeks whether to go 
through the motions of prepar­ 
ing for them or to ignore these 
vows as idle threats. Suppose 
this time all the people who say 
they’re going to Canada really 
do? Yet suppose the Canadians 
spend all the money and nobody 
shows up? 


IT SEEM S TO ME it’s incum­ 
bent on every American voter 
not to say he’s going to Canada 
unless he really means it. If he 
is sincere about it, he should 
notify the Canadian immigra­ 
tion authorities. 
I know it’s hard to ask people 
at the height of an election 
campaign not to make threats 
they have no intention of keep­ 
ing about moving out of the 
country. All I’m suggesting is 
that if you want to tell someone 
you’re leaving after the elec­ 
tion, tell them you’re going to 
France, where they don’t care 
if you come or not.

Fairfax Council Rejects 
Drake Boulevard Widening 


The prospect of a broader, busier Sir 
Francis Drake Boulevard through Fair­ 
fax was summarily disposed of last night 
by the city council. (Another council 
story, page 1.) 


Since Sir Francis Drake Boulevard and 
Broadway are to be resurfaced in the 
next few weeks, City Engineer Benjamin 
C. Albritton presented two possible plans 
for inexpensively improving traffic flow 
in downtown Fairfax. 


Plan One was to leave things basically 
the same, merely replacing existing 
traffic islands and lines with reflector 
dots and adding a left turn lane from 
Broadway westbound onto Bolinas Ave­ 
nue. 
Plan Two would have killed the 12 to 14 
parallel parking spaces along the Par- 
kade side of Drake and replaced them 
with another traffic lane. 
Mayor Albert E. Gately said, “ My 
concern is that I think every merchant on 
the north side of Sir Francis Drake, 
including the post office, except the 
beauty parlor, involve short stops. I 
couldn’t see eliminating those parking 


spaces for those merchants on that side 
of the street.” 
But others, businessmen and spectators 
alike in the audience of 30, worried more 
about increased traffic. Said one man, “ I 
think we worry too much about hustling 
traffic out of town. I would like to see 
some tickets hung on them when they 
don't stop for pedestrians.” He was 
applauded. 
Emmett Davidson of Fairfax feared 
adding even one lane would set a prece­ 
dent for widening the thoroughfare to 
West Marin even more. 
The council then by a 41 vote adopted 
the plan leaving Drake at two lanes. The 
county is now widening Drake in Kent- 
field despite opposition from the Marin 
Community College District Board, but 
has met opposition for any further widen­ 
ing from cities farther up the valley. 
City Administrator Robert E. Crowe 
estimated cost of the reflector project at 
about $1,500. 
Councilman E. Ross Parkerson cast 
the only negative vote. “ We are acting a 
little hasty, it seems to me, but that’s the 
way it goes,” he said.

MALPRACTICE — Continued to its Oct. 
30 meeting an applicationby a group trying 
to hold a street dance outside the Pavilion to 
raise money for m alpractice insurance 
needed for a proposed free clinic at Fairfax 
Community Church, because it wanted to 
find out more about support for the clinic 
and plans for the dance. 
OPEN SPACE — Supported by a 3-2 vote 
the priority list for open space acquisition of 
the proposed county open space preserva­ 
tion program assuming the fifth priority 
item, rim of the Corte Madera drainage 
basin, includes much of the ridgeland about 
Fairfax. Councilmen I^ee Nelder and Robert 
R. Souza voted against. 
TOILETS — Heard a request by Fire 
Chief Charles Thornton to build toilets next 
to the refreshment stand at the city ballpark 
instead of on a retaining wall near the Bank 
of America, but the council unanimously 
stuck bv the site previously approved. 
SHRUBBERY — Voted 3-2 to cut the cost 
of landscaping around city hall from $1,181 
to $540 by using grass seed and cheaper 
stone instead of sod and river-washed flag­ 
stone for a walk. Councilmen Parkerson and 
Frank J. Egger opposed, apparently favor­ 
ing cutting the cost further. 


FIRE ENGINE — Approved plans and 
specifications for a new 400-gallon-capacity 
fire truck and decided to go to bid for the 
project although Thornton favored buying it 
from Van Pelt and Co. of Oakdale. Budgeted 
is $38,000 for the truck. 
DEBRIS — Declared debris on a parcel at 
Olema and Manor roads owned by Eugene 
Campini a nuisance ana ordered the lot 
cleaned up. 
PEDESTRIAN WAYS — Asked city staff 
at Egger’s urging to report back anytime on 
the condition and location of pedestrian 
rights-of-wav in the city. 
PLANNING CONSULTANT — Took no 
action on hiring a planning consultant for 
the proposed Canon Village and Tennis Club 
on Sir Francis Drake Boulevard west of 
Manor Road and scheduled a discussion on 
the suit filed by the developer, Denkmann 
and Co., for a closed session with the 
planning commission at 7 p.m. next Tues­ 
day at the women’s club. 
DESIGN REVIEW — By a 4 1 vote 
(Nelder opposed) reminded the city design 
review board to strictly enforce the new 
sign ordinance, Egger having expressed 
worry about two applications for variance 
pending. 
ADJOURNED — Adjourned to 8 p.m. 
Monday for a public hearing on the pro­ 
posed zoning ordinance.

Five youths were injured yesterday, 
three of them seriously, in an automobile 
accident on Tiburón Boulevard, near 
Greenwood Beach Road, Tiburón Police 
reported today. 


David Banks, 17, of 2344 Mar East 
Street, Tiburón, was reported in serious 
condition and under intensive care at 
Marin General Hospital with a broken 
neck, bruises on his left shoulder and 
cuts on his right ear. 


The driver, Edward Luchessa, 16, of 
100 Ranchería Road, Kentfield, was re­ 
ported in satisfactory condition with a 
fractured left jaw and multiple cuts. 


Michael Beryle, 17, of 46 Peninsula 
Road, Belvedere, was also reported in 
satisfactory condition with a cut chin, cut 
ear and cut hands. 


The three youths were injured at 3:30 
p.m., according to police, when a van 
driven by Luchessa crashed into a ditch 
alongside Tiburón Boulevard. 


Police said Luchessa was speeding in 
his 1964 Dodge van and tried to pass 
another car. He hit the brakes when he 
realized he couldn’t make it, but the van 
swerved into the curb. The van flew into 
the air, flipped over, and landed upside 
down in the ditch.

Will Be Discussed 
Representatives of the Coast Guard 
will hold an informational meeting at 
7:30 p.m., Thursday at the West Marin 
School in Point Reyes Station to explain 
the status of their building project and 
sewage system. 


The meeting, sponsored by the Marin 
Coast Chamber of Commerce, is aimed 
at reporting changes in the housing plans 
of the Coast Guard from a year ago and 
the possibility of local residents hooking 
up to the proposed sewage system. 
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Wanted: A More 
Spectacular Plan 


The San Rafael City Council last night 
took its first look at plans to develop 
courthouse square and called for a 
project “ more spectacular” than has 
been proposed by the McKeon Construc­ 
tion Co. of Sacramento. (Two other San 
Rafael City Council stories, page 1) 
Though one councilman said plans 
should proceed as proposed, others urged 
use of more stylish architecture. 
The firm has proposed an eight-story 
office building (described as “ boxlike” by 
the mayor parallel to A Street, a two- 
story office structure and a multilevel 
parking garage. 
Attorney Albert Bianchi, representing 
McKeon, told the council that the project 
was a “ several million dollar risk” and 
requested guidance before instructing 
McKeon to make alterations. Noting 
three council votes were required to 
approve the project, Bianchi said he was 
seeking advice from the “ three final 
arbiters of good taste.” 
The planning commission Thursday 
unanimously approved plans for the 
project after recommending changes in 
traffic, parking and building location. 
The council last night rejected a com­ 
mission request that the eight-story 
structure be moved 10 feet toward Fourth 
Street when concern was expressed that 
the project might be delayed if returned 
to the county for concurrence. 
Under a city-county agreement, at 
least 21 per cent of the 79,032 square-foot 
parcel is to be left as open space at the 
Fourth Street frontage. The 10-foot shift, 
which had been urged by the commission 
to allow more open area fronting Fifth 
Avenue, would require endorsement by 
the county which owns the land. 


McKeon Construction Co. of Sacramen­ 
to has paid the city $10,000 for the land, 
and must pay a $640,000 balance by Oct. 
25. 
Councilman Fred E. Jensen issued 
unqualified support of the plans as pro­ 
posed by McKeon. “ It’s a nice layout and 
I wish we could start tomorrow,” he said. 
Other councilmen appeared less enthu­ 
siastic, but agreed development of the 
site was essential to the economy of San 
Rafael’s downtown area. 
Mayor C. Paul Bettini said the eight- 
story structure looked like a box and 
should be reduced in height if possible. “ I 
want something more spectacular... an 
entrance of pillars or Spanish type 
gates,” he said. Other councilmen nodded 
approval of architecture more in keeping 
with that of Mission San Rafael Archan­ 
gel on Fifth Avenue. 
Councilman Lawrence F. Mulryan said 
he was concerned with the bulbous ap­ 
pearance of the eight-story building’s 
elevator. 
Councilman John A. Miskimen, noting 
an appeal has been filed on planning 
commission approval of the project’s use 
permit, did not comment on the plan. 
The planning commission, meeting to­ 
day at 7:30 p.m. in city hall, is expected 
to rescind its request that the buildings 
be shifted toward Fourth Street.

Belvedere Casts An Eye 
At Sub-Par Building Lots 


The Belvedere City Council last night 
formed a three-man committee to look 
into the ticklish problem of how to deal 
with more than 100 contiguous substand­ 
ard building lots in the community. 
By a 4-0 vote, with Councilman David 
E. Bordon absent, the council appointed 
Councilman Allan Seinau, City Atty. Rob­ 
ert E. McKay and Leslie Graham, chair­ 
man of the city planning commission, to 
look into possible revision of the city’s 
building ban to deal with the substandard 
lot question. 
Although the planning commission and 
city planning consultants have recom­ 


mended that no new' construction be 
allowed on such lots, which adjoin prop­ 
erty owned by the same person, Steinau 
said last night he believed the city should 
“ meet each case ... separately.” 
Property owners have protested to the 
council that they should not be prohibited 
from developing adjoining lots under 
their ownership because city building lot 
minimums wrere changed since the lots 
first were recorded. They claim financial 
hardship as well. 
The three-man committee first will 
report to the planning commission, fol­ 
lowed by city council consideration.

Dr. Ro bert P. Knight J r., a Sa n Fra ncisco 
psy chia trist, whipped o ff fo ur ca blegra ms to 
Oly mpic o fficia ls in Munich sho rtly a fter the 
decisio n wa s ma de to ta ke a wa y Rick’s meda l, 
beca use tra ces o f a drug, ephedrine, wa s fo und in 
his urine specimin ta ken a fter the ra ce. 
The ca lbegra ms, which ga v e the pro fessio na l 
o pinio n tha t the o fficia ls’ swimming decisio n wa s 
a ll wet, were sent to Av ery Brunda ge, president o f 
the Interna tio na l Oly mpic Co mmittee; Cliffo rd 
Buck, president o f the U.S. Oly mpic Co mmittee; 
Dr. Winsto n Riehl, U.S. Oly mpic tea m phy sicia n, 
a nd Prince Alex a ndre de Mero de, cha irma n o f the 
Oly mpic co mmittee o n drugs. 
Sa id the messa ge: 


“ DATA APPEARING in a rticle in J o urna l 
America n Medica l Asso cia tio n, Aug. 28, 19 72, 
entitled, “ Drugs a nd the Athlete,” by Dr. Do na ld 
Co o per, Okla ho ma Sta te Univ ersity Ho spita l, Still­ 
wa ter, Okla ho ma , sta ted clea rly tha t no medica l- 
scientific ev idence ex ists which pro v es tha t a ny 
drug, including ephedrine, impro v es o n the per­ 
fo rma nce o f a ny a thlete. This a rticle must be rea d 
befo re a ny effo rt is ma de to ta ke a wa y the go ld 
meda l fro m swimmer Ricf DeMo nt.” 
Dr. Knight sent a co py o f the Co o per a rticle to 
the I-J a nd sa id he felt there were two ma in po ints 
in the a rticle. First, a cco ridng to Knight, no drug 
ta ken by a n a thlete ha s ev er been pro v ed, by 
medica l-scientific resea rch, to impro v e a n a th­ 
lete’s perfo rma nce in co mpetitio n. His seco nd 
po int to be stressed wa s tha t frequently o nly the 
meda l winners a re subjected to the urina ry tests 
fo r drugs a nd the lo sers ra rely tested. Yet, o n the 
who le, sa y s Knight, fa r mo re lo sers will rev ea l the 
residua ls o f so me so rt o f drug in their urine. 


KNIGHT SAID it wa s the respo nsibility o f 
so meo ne o n the Oly mpic Co mmittee to kno w wha t 
drugs were in the medicine Rick wa s ta king, since 
he listed the remedy , Ma ra x , o n pro per fo rms 
befo re ev er co mpeting in the Oly mpics. 
Acco rding to the 19 72 editio n o f the “ Phy sicia n’s 
Desk Reference,” a publica tio n sent to a ll phy si­ 
cia ns in the U.S. free, Ma ra x co nta ins a ta ra x , 
ephedrine a nd theo phy lline. Knight quo tes this 
reference: “ Ephedrine is o f significa nt benefit in 
sy mpto ma tic relief . . . in bro nchia l a sthma . 
Theo phy lline is a pa rticula rly useful drug.in the 
trea tment o f bro nchia l a sthma . Ata ra x mo difies 
the centra l (nerv o us) stimula to ry a ctio n o f ephed­ 
rine prev enting ex cessiv e ex cita tio n in pa tients o n 
Ma ra x .” 
In o ther wo rds, ephedrine a lo ne ca n be ca lled a n 
“ upper” but when it is included in the medica tio n, 
Ma ra x , it isn’t.

HART, IN HIS debu t, g ot two 
sin g les in the open er, on e a 13th 
in n in g hit that tied the score 3-3 
an d kept the Gian ts aliv e for a 
15th in n in g v ictory . 


In his first time at bat in the 
n ig htcap, Hart's left shou lder 
was fractu red by on e of Bob 
Gibson ’s fast balis. Hart didn ’t 
appear in the lin eu p ag ain u n til 
the fin al week of the season an d 
he was hit in the head by a fast 
ball that sailed away from Cu rt 
Simmon s in St. Lou is. 
So Hart’s first season in the 
majors started with a broken 
shou lder an d en ded with a kin g 
sized headache. 


IN 1964 HART hit 31 homers. 
Ev ery on e predicted a g reat ca­ 
reer for him. By the en d of the 
1968 season he had a total of 139 
homers. In the first week of the 
1969 season at San Dieg o he 
jammed his rig ht shou lder in a 
pickoff play at first base. He hit 
on ly three homers in 1969. 
Hart n o lon g er cou ld swin g a 
bat as he on ce did. Ev en after a 
belated 
operation in 
19 70, 
H art’s home ru n swin g was 
cu rtailed. An d his throws from 
third base were erratic. 
In 1970-71, Hart led a y o-y o, 
u p-an d-down life between Phoe­ 
n ix an d San Fran cisco. He was 
dispatched to Phoen ix this y ear 
before the Gian ts broke sprin g 
train in g camp. Then , he was 
recalled on May 12 bu t in n in e 
g ames hit on ly .190, in clu din g 
on e homer. An d ag ain he was 
sen t back to Phoen ix May 24. 
Nobody ex pected to see Hart in 
the majors ag ain . 


BUT THIS YEAR at Phoen ix 


Hart hit .324, in clu din g 18 hom­ 
ers, 30 dou bles, sev en triples 
an d 75 RBIs. So on Sept. 4 the 
Gian ts su mmon ed him to the 
big time on ce ag ain . There was 
lots of roster room becau se the 
25-piay er limit n ow had been 
raised to 40 as it alway s is 
du rin g the fin al mon th of a 
major leag u e season . 
On Sept. 5 in San Dieg o Hart 
hit a n in th in n in g homer that 
tied the score 3-3 an d the Gian ts 
wen t on to beat the Padres 4-3 
in 11 in n in g s. The n ex t n ig ht 
Hart hit a three-ru n first in n in g 
homer that started the Gian ts 
to a 6-0 win behin d six -hit shu t­ 
ou t pitchin g by Ron Bry an t. It 
was Hart’s 154th major leag u e 
homer. 
“I n ev er g av e u p,” said Hart. 
‘‘My shou lder doesn 't hu rt an y 
more.” 


FOR J IM RAY Hart that was 
a lon g speech. In all of his 
prev iou s y ears with the Gian ts, 
Hart n ev er said more than a 
cou ple dozen words. An d he 
n ev er said a harsh word abou t 
an y on e. Ev en when Horace Sto- 
n eham ban ished him to Phoen ix 
from the 1971 Sprin g train in g 
camp of the Gian ts after Hart 
reported ou t of shape, Hart 
w asn ’t an g ry althou g h sad­ 
den ed. 
When asked whether he in ­ 
ten ded to play him self in to 
shape as Ston eham ordered, 
Hart said: ‘‘I'd better.” 


ASIDE FROM HIS in ju ries, 
Hart didn ’t take care of himself 
like an athlete shou ld du rin g 
the y ears he was beltin g hom­ 
ers. Bu t the reports ou t of 
Phoen ix this y ear g av e Hart 
g ood con du ct marks. On e major 
leag u e scou t reported that Hart 
admon ished a cou ple of y ou n g 
Phoen ix teammates for cu rfew 
v iolation s. 
“ Don ’t try to do it the way I 
did,” Hart was reported to hav e 
told them. 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - John 
Wooden , ev er the diplomat, ref­ 
u ses to be drawn in to the g reat 
Oly mpic basketball con trov ersy 
bu t the man who has coached 
UCLA to six straig ht Nation al 
Colleg iate Athletic Association 
titles say s “it wou ld be better if 
we accept ou r defeat.” 
Commen tin g Mon day on Ru s­ 
sia’s mu ch-discu ssed 51-50 v ic­ 
tory ov er the Un ites States in 
Satu rday n ig ht’s Oly mpic fi­ 
n als, Wooden said: 
"We’v e g ot to face that we 
lost. It doesn ’t do u s an y g ood 
to mou rn what has happen ed. 
In the lon g ru n , people aren ’t 
in terested in the particu lars. 
They ’re on ly in terested in the 
fin al resu lt. 
“I was terribly disappoin ted 
we failed to win . I don ’t wan t to 
g o in to the reason s for it, 
thou g h. I don ’t thin k it’s in g ood 
taste to make ex cu ses.” 
Wooden , whose Bru in s will be 
shootin g for their n in th n ation al 
champion ship in 10 y ears this 
win ter, was "su rprised” at 
America’s first defeat ev er in 
Oly mpic basketball com peti­ 
tion . 
"I didn ’t thin k it wou ld hap­ 
pen this y ear,” he remarked. 
"In fact, I was more su rprised 
at Ru ssia beatin g u s (the U.S.)

A su itcase with 
the needed chang es of clothing 
also is an essential. We did not 
keep the heater on at nig ht, bu t 
we did lig ht it each morning 
before g etting u p. On the colder 
nig hts, we sometimes ended u p 
with a heavy tarp entirely over 
the bed, and u s too. Some of the 
times we cooked in the tent. 
Winter u nderwear is a mu st, 
and warm heavy clcthes, plu s 
rain g ear is essential, also. If 
you are hu nting , soft leather 
g loves help to keep you r hands 
warm when carrying that ice 
cold rifle or shotg u n. Bu t cam p­ 
ing ou t pu ts you rig ht on the 
fishing or hu nting spot all the 
time. 
For the g ood of everyone, it’s 
best abou t every five days to 
leave the cam p and drive to the 
nearest motel, ju st for baths, 
and a g eneral cleanu p. It does 
something for you . One g rou p 
which cam e along and camped 
next to u s while we were away 
du ring a snow storm, cou ldn’t 
stand that qu iet, spooky looking 
tent and cam p setu p any long ­ 
er, so someone zipped the tent 
open, thinking perh aps, we 
were in there. Of cou rse we 
knew they had done this by 
their tracks in the snow. 


1, the 
w eather in this area really 
cools which in tu rn cools the 
su rrou nding lake waters. The 
trou t then seem to come to life 
and some prize fish are taken.

We u sed fly rods with 
two-pou nd test monofiliment, a 
size eig ht bait hook, and either 
roe or nig htcrawlers for bait. 
We u sed the strip-cast method 
withou t a sinker, and then wait­ 
ed for a picku p. It was, per­ 
haps, 10 minu tes before I nailed 
into a g ood rainbow'. 


M ary cau g ht the larg est fish 
a few minu tes later u sing bo- 
roxed steelh ead roe, saved 
from last Febru ary, which was 
refrig erated bu t not frozen all 
these past months. Her fish was 
approxim ately 15 inches long . 
ITiat’s the way it went. We 
ended u p with 13 rainbows that 
weig hed close to 10 pou nds. 
T hey w ere all red-m eated, 
prim e fish. 


I TALKED TO Enos Foster of 
Woodacre who had spent the 
sam e weekend u p at Medicine 
Lake in Siskiyou Cou nty. He 
and his g ang all had a g reat 
tim e also catching trou t. He did 
mention that the old g eneral 
m erchandise store, so long a 
part of the atm osphere at Medi­ 
cine Lake, had bu rned down 
some tim e back. Now you m u st 
take all the g ear and su pplies 
needed for you r campou t. Too 
bad — the old bu ilding s, and 
the prices, were something to 
see! Bu t my point is that trou t 
fishing in the hig h altitu des is 
beg inning to g et g ood. 
Lots of people shiver and 
shake when I say we camped 
ou t. It’s really not that bad, bu t 
the rig ht g ear is essential. Last 
year, Mary and I camped ou t 
for 22 days, and we can’t wait 
for vacation time to roll arou nd 
this year. The most difficu lt 
thing we encou ntered last year 
was a big wind. One time, the 
wind blew the tent down, anoth­ 
er time it ripped the tent in one 
corner. A second problem was 
keeping the eg g s, olive oil, wa­ 
ter and other thing s from freez­ 
ing when the tem peratu res g ot 
as low as nine deg rees. We 
solved this problem by keeping 
freezables in the ice box, of all 
places. 


BY ALL MEANS, u se you r 
venison, du cks, fish or whatev­ 
e r w hile cam ping ou t. The 
meals from you r fresh fish and 
g ame have a flavor above and 
beyond that when these morsels 
are taken home and frozen — 
and then sometimes forg otten 
to be thawed six months later 
when the flavor is g one. You 
can’t beat a well prepared meal 
in the mou ntains after an all 
day h u n t. Ask anyone who 
knows.

like stepchildren.” 
At Paragon Securities, by 
comparison, municipal bonds 
get everybody’s undivided at* 
tention. Founded in April, 1971, 
with a staff of five. Paragon 
sold $750 million worth of tax- 
free bonds during its first year 
in business — more than any 
other firm specializing in tax- 
free bonds. 
With offices in West Orange, 
N.J., New York City, and Ft. 
Lauderdale, Fla., Paragon now 
has a staff of 86 bond salesmen, 
backed up by a computerized 
trading department and a grow­ 
ing bond research staff. The 
firm bids on bond issues, en­ 
gages in underwriting*, and car­ 
ries a sizable inventory as a 
market-maker. 
Unlike many old-line broker­ 
age houses, which do litUe to 
solicit business in tax-exempts. 
Paragon uses television adver­ 
tising and direct mail to attract 
middle-income investors. 
“ There’s a growing aware­ 
ness that you don’t have to be 
making $50,000 a year before 
municipals make sense in a 
portfolio,” Mr. Weissman notes. 
“ If you are in a $25,000 income 
bracket and own a municipal 
bond earning 6 per cent, the 
return is equivalent to a 10 per 
cent interest rate on a taxable 
investment. Obviously, the 
higher the income bracket, the 
greater the advantage of tax- 
free bonds.” 
An Investor with personal in­ 
come in excess of $15,000 may 
be a candidate for tax-exempts, 
according to Mr. Weissman. “ A 
lot depends on the size of his 
savings account, future finan­ 
cial goals, and the ability to 
assume some limited risks in 
case the bonds have to be 
sold.” 
If interest rates were to go 
up, for instance, an investor 
who needed to cash in his bonds 
before maturity would be hit 
with a sizable capital lots. 
For the well-paid professional 
or white-collar worker, munici­ 
pals can provide yields equal to 
returns on taxable investments 
of 8% per cent (based on a joint 
return in the .35 per cent brack 
et) up to 14 per cent for the 
wealthy resident of New York 
State or other high-tax areas.

A case in point ii New York 
City bonds, which Paragon cur­ 
rently consideri one of the 
“ best buys” among general ob­ 
ligation bonds. 
Although New York City 
bonds have been downgraded 
by rating services in recent 
years, because of the city’s 
well-advertised financial woes, 
Paragon believes the city’s 
bondholders have little to worry 
about. 
By law, the bonds have a 
prior lien on all taxes colleeted 
by the city. And the city is 
required to levy enough taxes 
to pay for all principal and 
interest on outstanding debt. 
“This makes the bonds as safe 
as many of those with a better 
credit rating,” he says. “ One 
can earn belter than 6.5 per 
cent yield on a New York City 
bond maturing in 1980 — almost 
a full percentage point more 
than comparable issues.” 
Paragon backed up its confid­ 
ence in New York’s future fis­ 
cal soundness, when it snapped 
up $32 million of a recent $350 
million city bond issue, the 
largest chunk subscribed by 
any underwriter. 
“ About $18 million went to 
our retail clients, the rest to 
institutions — and we were sold 
out in 10 days,” he said with a 
smile. 
Many smaller buyers dipped 
into their savings bank ac­ 
counts to buy $10,000 to $15,000 
worth of bonds. 
In Paragon’s opinion, Phila­ 
delphia, Jersey City, and (^m- 
den, N .J., deserve higher 
marks for fiscal stability than 
national rating services such as 
Moody’s and Standard k Poor’s 
have given them. Because their 
bonds are not top-rated, howev­ 
er, they provide above-average 
yields that make them more 
attractive to individual inves­ 
tors. 
While most individuals are 
interested in general obligation 
bonds, Paragon steers the more 
spcculatively inclined Investors 
into industrial revenue bonds, 
many of which yield 7, 8 and $ 
per cent tax-free. These bonds, 
which help finance the building 
of new factories, are guaran­ 
teed by industrial corporations, 
not government units. 
And if the company — the 
sole guarantor — has had a bad 
year or two, its bonds sell at 
discounts. If the company 
doesn’t default on iti payments, 
and its balance sheet improves, 
the bonds may dimb sharply to 
value.

Golda: Smite Terrorists; 
Cairo Warns Of Attack

Israeli Prime Minister Golda 
Meir said today in Jerusalem 
that Israel would smite terror­ 
ists “wherever it can reach 
them .” And official Cairo Radio 
said Israel in agreement with 
the United States is about to 
carry out a large scale military 
operation against Syria and Le­ 
banon. 


Lebanese residents of the 
southern Lebanese city of Sidon 
said two Israeli w arplanes 
broke the sound barrier over 
the town today. They told UPI 
in Beirut the planes came in 


from the sea and headed for 
Israeli-occupied Syrian territo-, 
ry where there was a minor 
border incident this morning. 


Cairo Radio made its charge 
in a commentatry and urged 
Arab countries and peoples to 
be on maximum alert. It cited 
reports from Beirut, Damascus 
and Tel Aviv about large Israeli 
military mobilization near the 
border and called the mobiliza­ 
tion “thick and unusual.” 
“ In light of all this, we can 
conclude that Israel, in agree­ 
ment with the United States, is 
on its way to carry out large 


scale m ilita ry o p eratio n s 
against Lebanon and Syria,” 
the radio said. 
The Beirut newspaper An Na- 
har also reported an increase of 
Israeli military patrols along 
the border and said Israeli 
workers had stopped picking 
apples at orchards near the 
border and that civilian cars 
had disappeared from the roads 
in that region.

Report Condemns 
Attica Shooting 


Blue-Ribbon Probe 
Blasts Rockefeller 


ALBANY (UPI) — The citizens’ commission 
named to investigate the Attica prison riot report­ 
ed today there was “no justification” for the 
“clearly indiscriminate firing” which put an end 
one year ago to the nation’s bloodiest prison riot in 
which 43 men died. 
“ With the exception of the 
Indian massacres in the late 
19th Century,” the commission 
said, “the state police assault 
which ended the four-day prison 
uprising was the bloodiest en­ 
counter between Am ericans 
since the Civil War.” 
Releasing its findings on the 


first anniversary of the rebel­ 
lion, the blue ribbon McKay 
Commission also held that the 
revolt was spontaneous, not 
planned; that the demand for 
amnesty was the main barrier 
to a peaceful solution; and that 
Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller 


should have gone to the scene. 
It recommended a series of 
prison reforms, but also sug­ 
gested that in case of such 
outbreaks prisons be retaken 
quickly, if possible, or that ne­ 
gotiations not include outside 
influences. 


Highlights of the 550-page re­ 
port, plus photographs and 
films were scheduled for view­ 
ing Wednesday night at 8:30 
p.m. over National Educational 
Television. 
The nine-m em ber p an el, 
headed by Robert B. McKay, 
dean of the New York Universi­ 
ty Law School, spent 10 months 
interviewing 2,500 persons in 
both public and private ses­ 
sions. 
The commission warned a 
prison riot could happen again 


at Attica. It said it saw some 
improvements in prison life 
since the riot, but little reduc­ 
tion of the hostilities and frus­ 
trations that led to the riot. 
The commission noted that 
the best evidence that things 
had not changed greatly at 
Attica was this summer’s strike 
by 900 of the 1,200 Attica in­ 
mates over the firing of a nurse 
and other conditions at the pris­ 
on. The dem onstration was 
peaceful. 
“The cycle of misunderstand­ 
ing, protest and reaction contin­ 
ues and confrontation remains 
the only language in which the 
inmates feel they can call at­ 
tention to the system,” the re­ 
port said.

She said it provided mu-

families. Other commissioners 
agreed. 
The Tiburon City Council last 
night denounced the planning 
commission for approving the 
project adjacent to the city and 
agreed to appeal “as forcibly 
as possible” to the board of 
supervisors to reject it.

WASHINGTON fUPI)-Form- 
er Commerce Secretary Maur­ 
ice H. Stans has labeled a 
“scurrilous pack of lies” Demo­ 
cratic charges he diverted 
$114,000 in President Nixon’s 
campaign funds to pay a squad 
of political spies and then de­ 
stroyed the records. 
The charges were lodged as 
the Democratic party named 
Stans, now Nixon’s campaign 
finance chief, as one of several 
new codefendants in a civil 
damage suit stemming from 
the alleged bugging of the of­ 
fices of the Democratic Nation­ 
al Committee last June 17. 
The Democrats said the five 
men arrested in the party head­ 
quarters with what police de­ 
scribed as bugging gear in their 
possession were “paid secret 
agents” of the Committee for 
the Re-Election of the President 
(CRP). They charged that Stans 
provided the money for this 
“ political espionage squad” and 
in fact “embarked upon a con­ 
spiracy” to form it. 
The charges were to be filed 
formally today with the U.S. 
District Court here in the form 
of an amended complaint in the 
civil suit, lodged in June by 
form er D em ocratic National 
Chairman Lawrence F. O’Brien 
against the men caught in the 
headquarters. O’Brien also 
upped the party’s demands for 
damages from $1 million to $3.2 
million. 
“ Mr. O’B rien’s allegations 
against me are a scurrilous 
pack of lies and he knows it.’ 
Stans said in a statem ent. 
“They amount to nothing more 
than a contemptible maneuver 
to use the court for his own 
base political purpose—and the 
American people will recognize 
it.” 
Similar harsh words came 


from Clark MacGregor, Nixon’s 
campaign manager. He said 
O’Brien’s allegations were noth­ 
ing but “political libel and slan­ 
der” and said he would slap a 
countersuit for malicious prose­ 
cution on the Democrats. 


Meanwhile, Maine Democrat­ 
ic Chairman Severin M. Beli- 
veau told UPI he would file 
another suit against alleged 
participants in the political spy 
ring later this week.

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Larkspur City Manager Rebuked 


Larkspur City Mgr. Kent B. 
Bathurst received a token slap 
on the wrist from his city coun­ 
cil at 1:30 a.m. today, for inef­ 
fectual policing of illegal grad­ 
ing on Little King Mountain 
early in May. 
After the council emerged 
from a two and one-half hour 
closed session, Mayor William 
G. Fleckles reported council- 
men found that Bathurst and 
other city staff members had 
been guilty of an “error of 
judgement” in the Little King 
controversy. 
The closed session was the 
belated afterm ath of letters 
written May 14 by Arthur M. 
Sestak, husband of Councilman 
Joan B. Sestak, and on May 12 
by Victor J. Van Flint, an 
engineer whose home overlooks 
the top of Little King. 
Van Flint complained that 
contractor Paul Vincilione was 
cutting trees and excavating 


soil from Little King without a 
permit — while the application 
by Vincilione and his wife Alice 
to scrape* 360,000 cubic yards 
from the hill’s crown was still 
pending before the city council. 
Mrs. Vincilione is executrix 
of the estate of Adolph A. Tis- 
cornia, which includes the Lit­ 
tle King area. 
Sestak’s letter said that if 
Van Flint’s allegations were 
true, city officials were guilty 
of either collusion or gross in­ 
com petence, and “ somebody 
should be asked to leave.” 
The councilmen last night re­ 
viewed the two letters, plus 
Bathurst’s chronological report 
of the excavation quarrel, Flec­ 
kles reported. Neither Sestak 
nor Flint was present. A video­ 
tape recording city officials 
made the excavation work in 
progress was brought out of the 
files but was not viewed by the 
council. 


After the lengthy debate, 
councilmen emerged to an audi­ 
ence consisting of three city 
officials and one reporter. 
Councilmen nodded agreement 
as Fleckles announced, “ we 
found no evidence of collusion, 
no evidence of gross incompe­ 
tency, but we did find an error 
of judgement on the part of the 
city staff — and particularly on 
the part of the city manager, 
who has accepted responsibility 
—” in respect to policing the 
grading. 


“ We intend to take no further 
action,” Fleckles announced, 
but he and other councilmen 
than agreed to Councilman Neil 
R. Brixon’s suggestion that an 
official letter be placed in Ba­ 
thurst’s personnel file.

Larkspur Parks and Recreation 
Commission Chairman Theresa 
Campbell, acting as an individ­ 
ual citizen, appealed the com­ 


mission action to the council. 
She declared it violated a policy 
decision June 13 by the com­ 
mission against such piers in 
the creek. 
Mayor William G. Fleckles, 
after closing last night’s hear­ 
ing, asked the council to post­ 
pone decision on Mrs. Camp­ 
bell’s appeal until the parks 
and recreation, planning and 
council officials could hammer 
out an overall policy on pier 
development in the creek. 
Malvino moved to honor Flec- 
kles’s request, but failed to find 
a second.

Robert E. 
Fischer, for his grand jury in­ 
vestigation of the riot. 


There was no immediate re­ 
action to the report from either 
Rockefeller or Correction Com­ 
missioner Russell G. Oswald, 
who had command at Attica. 


The McKay Commission was 
appointed by the state’s top five 
judges to investigate “ the 
events leading up to, during 
and following the riot." 


The assault force of 211 state 
troopers (and unauthorized cor­ 
rection officers) had .270 caliber 
hunting rifles, .38 caliber pis­ 
tols, and .12 gauge shotguns, 
the report said. 


Most of the shotguns used 00 
shells, each of which has nine 
or 12 pellets—“ each a lethal 
missile,” the report said. With 
1,200 inmates holding the 38 
hostages in “D" yard, it said, 
conditions "should have prohib­ 
ited the use of shotguns." 


With troopers given individu­ 
al discretion to fire if “overt 
acts" of violence were commit­ 
ted, the force attacked under 
clouds of tear gas dropped by 
helicopters. 
The report said 2,200 lethal 
missiles (counting each shotgun 
pellet) were fired. Almost 10 
per cent of those in the yard 
were killed or wounded, includ­ 
ing 13 of the hostages. 
“ There was clearly indis­ 
criminate firing into congested 
areas by men who did not value 
the inmates’ lives." it said. 
Although many officers made 
reports of being attacked, the 
panel said, “ the conclusion is 
inescapable that many of them 
were exaggerated." 
The assault team recovered 
1,400 weapons, including two 
tear gas guns, spears, molotov 
cocktails, baseball bats, scis­ 
sors, knives, razors and clubs, 
but no firearms. 
“A spontaneous burst of vio­ 
lent anger...not planned or or­ 
ganized in advance,” caused 
the riot, the report said. 
A group of inmates attacked 
a lieutenant they believed was 
involved in putting a comrade 
into isolation. A bad weld in the 
central “Times Square” gate 
gave the initial group access to 
the whole prison. Because of 
bad communications and lack 
of planning among guards, the 
inm ates had their hostages 
grouped in “ D” yard within 90 
minutes, the report said. 
Fearing loss of the hostages, 
Oswald tried to negotiate—but 
an observers’ com m ittee of 
more than 30 members was 
“unwieldy", the report said. 
Oswald’s final offer of 28 points 
did not include amnesty, and 
inmates feared “mass prosecu­ 
tions," after the death of an 
injured guard, William Quinn. 
Rockefeller refused amnesty 
because it would “undermine 
the very essence of our free 
society," the report said. Al­ 
though observers and Oswald 
asked Rockefeller to fly to Atti­ 
ca from New York City to meet 
with them—not the prisoners— 
the governor said he doubted 
his presence would “contribute 
to a peaceful settlement." 
In testimony before the com­ 
mission, Rockefeller, noting the 
growth of political kidnapings, 
said an official “would be be­ 
traying his trust to the people 
he serves if he were to sanction 
or condone such criminal acts 
by negotiating under such cir­ 
cumstances." 
But the commission conclud­ 
ed that Rockefeller “should not 
have com m itted the sta te ’s 
armed forces against the rebels 
without first appearing on the 
scene and satisfying himself 
that there was no other alterna­ 
tive and that all precautions 
against excessive force had 
been taken.”

Shopping Center 
Go-Ahead Given 


The forte Madera Town 
Council, meeting as (he com­ 
munity’s redevelopment agen­ 
cy, said last night town staff 
could proceed with planning 
work associated with planned 
development of a $35 million 
regional shopping center along 
Highway 101. 
The agency board took its 
first official look at a prelimi­ 
nary plan to establish a rede­ 
velopment area on and around 
the shopping center site. Pur­ 
pose of the redevelopment 
project is to enable bond financ­ 
ing of streets, lighting and sew­ 
ers to serve the planned devel­ 
opment . 
Town Mgr. Ronald E. Bartels 
said last night’s session was a 
virtual rerun of the Aug. 30 
meeting of the town planning 
commission at which the pre­ 
liminary redevelopment plan 
was approved. Numerous ques­ 
tions were raised by audience 
and agency members but no 
objections voiced, he said. 
However, Michael Mitchell, 
county auditor-controller and a 
Corte Madera resident, pointed 
out the impact of the redevelop­ 
ment project on taxing agencies 


that have jurisdiction over the 
land. 
School and special districts, 
as well as the town’s own gen­ 
eral fund, won’t benefit from 
the property improvements un­ 
til the bond debt incurred for 
the street and related work is 
retired. 
The redevelopment area, 
pending public hearings leading 
to a final plan, includes the 78- 
acre parcel on which developer 
Ernest W. Hahn proposes the 
shopping center and the Muzzi 
property to the east, plus 
acreage to the south and north­ 
west expected to be involved in 
road expansion for the shopping 
complex. 
In addition to further study 
by staff and the town’s planning 
consultants, the preliminary 
plan also will be reviewed by 
county officials. 
The agency board’s next 
meeting will be at 7:30 p.m. 
next Tuesday. An agreement 
with planning consultants Sed- 
way-Cooke of San Francisco 
and selection of financial con­ 
sultants, both relating to the 
redevelopment plan, will be 
considered.

Hoping to make an example 
of two admitted robbers and 
rapists, a Marin Superior Court 
judge yesterday sentenced 
them to state prison. 
Judge Samuel W. Gardiner 
showed no inclination toward a 
lesser sentience for Charle. 
Moultry, 23, and Louis Charles 
Lee, 22, both of San Francisco, 
despite lengthy arguments by 
their attorneys. 
“ This is primarily for the 
purpose of deterrence to let 
other people in the state know 
there is a high price for this 
kind of conduct,” the judge said 
of the sentence. 
The two men pleaded guilty 
in July to robbing a Mill Valley 
woman of $5, then taking turns 
raping her. The admissions 
were on condition their prison 
sentences be concurrent and 
the judge ordered that. 
Moultry and Lee were arrest­ 
ed March 29 by sheriff’s depu­ 
ties after a chase from Marin 
City across the Golden Gate 
Bridge. 
The 28-year-old victim gave 
law officers a description of her 
attackers and their car after 
she was accosted in her drive­ 
way, then forced to ride around 
Southern Marin while they took 
turns raping her. 
Lee was committed to the 
California Youth Authority 
when he was a juvenile and has 
served three jail terms for felo­ 
ny offenses since his release in 
1969. 
Moultry had fewer felony ar­ 
rests and convictions, but was 
arrested in 1966 for investiga­ 
tion of an offense similar to the 
rape. That charge was later 
reduced to a misdemeanor. 
“ I think the record in this 
case indicates state prison,” 
Gardiner said despite the claim 
by attorney Gary T. Ragghianti 
that the sentence would rele­ 
gate his client, Moultry, “ to the 
Irashpile of human society.” 


Actress Ann-Margret 
To Undergo Surgery

SAN FRANCISCO - The U.S. 
District Court has ended the 
hope of former Marin County 
supervisor Thomas T. Storer to 
run as a nonpartisan candidate 
on the November ballot in the 
Sixth Congressional District. 


The three-judge panel reject­ 
ed Storer’s challenge to the 
constitutionality of the state 
election code that makes it 
virtually impossible to qualify 
as an independent candidate. 


The court's unanimous deci­ 
sion Friday declared that the 
•Legislature had determined 
that “ the orderly functioning of 
the electoral process is best 
served by promoting party loy­ 
alty to one of a reasonable 
number of parties '’ 


The code was written to “ dis­ 
courage the confusion of a laun- 
dry-list ballot." the judges said. 


Storer could not be reached to 
indicate whether he will appeal. 
The deadline to file even as an 
independent, however, passed 
last Friday. 
Storer would have had to 
collect 9,322 signatures between 
Aug. 15 and Friday, and no 
registered voter signing his pe­ 
tition could have voted in a 
June partisan primary election.

Industrial 
Park Wins 
Approval 


The Corte Madera Planning 
Commission approved last 
night, over its chairman’s ob­ 
jections. “ a sophisticated indus­ 
trial park with office space, 
environment and architecture.” 
The approval was for a five- 
unit project at 200 Tamal Vista 
Boulevard to be known as Fifer 
Industrial Park, composed of 
warehouses and professional of­ 
fices. 


Commission Chairman C. 
William Thomas argued that 
the loading area behind the 
warehouses was inadequate and 
that a large truck trailer could 
block tmck traffic by backing 
up to load or unload. 


John Campbell, who present­ 
ed the proposal, and developer 
Peter Hayward contended truck 
drivers could be made to park 
parallel instead of backing up, 
thus 
avoiding any traffic 
congestion. Hayward said he 
could redesign the project to 
allow more loading space but 
said that would take away the 
concept he was wanted for the 
town, “ a sophisticated industri­ 
al park .. 


Consideration had been con­ 
tinued since a public hearing 
Aug. 14 when commissioners 
complained about lack of ac­ 
cess roads. Campbell pointed 
out that an access loop road has 
since been designed for the 
perimeter of the property. 
But Thomas remained skepti­ 
cal, and the vote was 3-1. 
Thomas warned Hayward 
that the project may come un­ 
der the town’s moratorium on 
development. 
He said he was warning all 
developers of that possibility,

Acts On Threat 


MIHVICH. Germany (UPIV- 
The Defense Ministry. already* 
jittery due to the Olympic mas­ 
sacre, scrambled two jet fight­ 
ers and closed airspace over 
Munich Monday night when it 
received a report of a night­ 
mare plot to bomb the packed 
Olympic Stadium during clos­ 
ing ceremonies. 
The F104 Starfighters spent 
an hour hunting an “unidenti­ 
fied flying object” which turned 
out to be an errant Finnish 
airliner. 


The Defense Ministry said the 
painful episode began with a 
“confirmed police report” at 
8:03 p.m 
that “Arab terror­ 
ists” had stolen a private plane 
from Leonberg airport, near 
Stuttgart. The report said the 
terrorists planned to drop a 
bomb on the huge Olympic Sta­ 
dium, packed with up to 80,000 
spectators and several thou­ 
sand athletes participating in 
ceremonies closing out the 1972 
Games. 
Twelve minutes later came 
the report that an “unidentified 
flying object” (UFO) had been 
picked up on civil and military 
radar screens. Defense Minis­ 
ter Georg Leber immediately 
ordered the two Starfighters off 
the runway at Neuburg airbase. 
Leber also ordered all normal 
air traffic banned from the 


Munich area. The UFO re­ 
sponded by disappearing from 
radar screens. 
At 9:05 p.m. came the word 
the search had been called off. 
The UFO? An errant DC8 
Finnair airliner. It had landed 
at Fuerstenfeldbruck military 
base near Munich after losing 
its way. The base was the scene 
of last week’s massacre of 10 
Israeli Olympic team members. 


The stolen private plane did 
not exist. Police in Stuttgart 
said an aircraft had left Leon­ 
berg, but on a scheduled flight. 
It had landed routinely at its 
destination, Baden-Baden, a 
spa city to the south. 


The police were unable to 
explain how the plane’s depar- 
lure had generated the report 
received by the Defense Minis­ 
try. 


Whatever blushes the episode 
caused, it gave a graphic exam­ 
ple of West Germany’s state of 
nerves following the tragic 
events of last week. 
On Sunday, an unidentified 
Frenchman in the Olympic Vil­ 
lage reported he had heard 
shots—a report that brought out 
hundreds of arm ed police, 
equipped with tracker dogs. 
They found nothing. A police 
spokesman said the affair still 
is a mystery. 


Accident Victim 
Listed Critical 


A Fairfax man was reported 
in critical condition at Marin 
General Hospital today with in­ 
juries sustained in a motorcycle 
accident Saturday night on the 
Fairfax-Bolinas Road near 
Camp Lillicnthal. 
Jack Lee Hultman, 19, of 73 
Cypress Drive was under inten­ 
sive care at the hospital for 
head and chest injuries. 
A companion, Kim Bannister, 
16, of 127 Cypress Drive was 
treated at Marin General for 
multiple scrapes and bruises, 
according to hospital reports. 
According to the California 
Highway Patrol, Bannister was 
driving the motorcycle when it 
went into a ditch at 11:30 a.m. 
Hultman was a passenger, ac­ 
cording to the patrol. 


West Germany Urges 


Action On Terrorism 


ROME (UPIV-West Germany 
urged its European allies today 
to take collective action to stop 
terrorism such as the Olympic 
massacre in Munich. 
F oreign M inister W alter 
Scheel told a meeting of the 10 
foreign ministers of the en­ 
larged Common Market that 
national security officials from 
all 10 nations should meet to 
counter terrorism. 
Informed sources said the 
ministers decided to ask the 
Common M arket’s political 
committee, which meets later 
this month, to draw up detailed 
proposals. 
The Palestinian attack on the 


Olympic village in Munich 
brought Europe onto center 
stage in the Middle East con­ 
flict and convinced many gov­ 
ernments of the need for action. 
But there were strong douhts 
that all 10 nations would agree 
on what to do. 
Western Europe gets almost 
all of its oil from the Middle 
East and is wary of offending 
Arab nations. British diplo­ 
mats, among others, pointed 
out that an anti-terrorist pro­ 
gram, to be effective, almost 
inevitably would have racist 
overtones. 
While the foreign ministers 
met in a 17th century villa in 


suburban F rascati, finance 
ministers talked at the Trea­ 
sury Ministry in Rome, with a 
joint meeting in Frascati sched­ 
uled for later today. The main 
item on the agenda was wheth­ 
er or not France will veto the 
scheduled European sum m it 
meeting. 
All signs indicated the sum­ 
mit will be held. French For­ 
eign Minister Maurice Schu­ 
mann praised an agenda drawn 
up for the meeting. And the 
finance ministers, in a Monday 
session, agreed in principle on 
a European monetary fund. 
But Schumann said he might 
let today’s meeting pass with 
no definite word on France’s 


decision—even though the sum­ 
mit is tentatively scheduled for 
Paris on Oct. 19-20, barely five 
weeks away. 
France first agreed to the 
meeting, then began to hedge 
when it appeared that the sum­ 
mit might discuss not only eco­ 
nomic and m onetary union, 
which France favors, but uni­ 
fied foreign and political poli­ 
cies, which it opposes. Early in 
the summer, French President 
Georges Pompidou announced 
that there was no point in 
holding the sum m it unless 
agreement was guaranteed in 
advance. 
The other nine nations largely 
bowed to France’s wishes, ac- 


cording to the 23-page agenda. 
It called for detailed progress 
on economic unity, but talked in 
g e n e ra litie s and p latitu d e s 
about foreign policy and politi­ 
cal unity. 
France’s refusal to say yes or 
no visibly angered its allies.

As Bob and Nancy Roach see 
it they squeezed 21 years of joy 
into seven, and for almost five 
of those seven years they lived 
with the knowledge that their 
daughter, Erin, had leukemia. 
They lost Erin in April. 
“ In no way were the years a 
totally negative ex p erien ce/’ 
Nancy Roach said as she sat 
galncing at the trees outside of 
the couple’s hill top home in 
Mill Valley. 
There was no basis for her 
fear, Nancy said, but she sus­ 
pected Erin had leukemia even 
before the diagnosis was made 
when Erin was 2xk years old. 
“ When our worst fears were 
confirmed the initial shock was 
as if we were told she was 
dead, and I went into a mourn­ 
ing 
period 
for about two 
months,” she said. “I felt so 
negative at first, and then one 
night I sat up in bed and 
realized it was time to stop 
feeling sorry for myself, that 
Erin needed me.” 


THE MOST important thing, 
Nancy said, was.to give Erin as 
normal a life as possible, both 
em otionally and physically. 


This was difficult especially 
during the times that Erin’s 
resistance was low and she was 
susceptible to contageous dis­ 
eases. She had to stay out of 
crowds and home from school 
during these times. 
“ Probably the hardest thing 
to do was to discipline Erin,” 
Nancy said, “ but being normal 
I yelled and screamed at her, 
and, oh gosh yes, I got angry at 
her.” 


The Roaches are founding 
members of the Candlelighters 
»Society, a group of parents 
whose children have been af­ 
flicted with cancer. Sharing ex­ 
periences with other parents is 
what gave her strength, Nancy 
said. 


The members who had lost 
children offered great emotion­ 
al support, Nancy explained. 
“They had experienced things 
we were going through and by 
being with them I gained en­ 
couragem ent and stren g th ,” 
she said. 
The Roaches are still very 
active in the Candlelighters, 
and Nancy has designed a 
greeting card, which is being 
sold by members to raise funds

Erin had to be told she had a 
serious illness because of the 
treatm ent, but no purpose 
would have been served by 
telling her the name of the 
disease. 
“»She probably would have 
gone around telling everyone 
she had^leukemia, and that 
would have made people un­ 
comfortable,” Nancy said. 
A seriously ill person and the 
person's family often become 
isolated from society because 
people avoid them, Nancy said. 


“AT FIR»ST you think it is 
because people do not care and 
then you realize they are avoid­ 
ing you because they don’t 
know what to say,” she said. 


“I avoided places and people 
because I did not want to make 
them uncomfortable, and then I 
realized this wasn’t giving Erin 
the normal life I wanted her to 
have, so when I saw people I 
would offer, ‘I’m sure you must 
be wondering how things are 
going with Erin,’ and I would 
tell them how she was doing.” 


After Erin’s death it became 
awkward again, Nancy said, 
but expressions of feelings from 
friends have meant so much, as 
does empathy. 


“ When you are suffering in­ 
side and someone offers just- 
sympathy, like a woman who 
used to grab my arm and look 
at me with sad eyes, it only 
makes things worse. You don’t 
need that type of emotion,” she 
explained. 


When Erin lost her hair be­ 
cause of treatment Nancy went 
to great lengths to have a wig 
made for her only to find out 
that Erin didn’t mind being 
without hair. 


Florida Named 
U.S. Capital 
For Honeymoons 


MIAMI (UPI)—Florida won 
distinction today as “the honey­ 
moon capital of the world.” 
The designation was made by 
Bride’s Magazine which made a 
national survey of its readers. 
Publisher Robert M. Thorsen 
presented Lt. Gov. Tom Adams 
a mounted and engraved Steu­ 
ben crystal bowl to commemo­ 
rate the occasion. 
More than 400,000 newlyweds 
will honeymoon in Florida this 
year, Thorsen predicted. 
“We estimate that brides and 
grooms will spend in excess of 
$100 million for their Florida 
honeymoons this y e a r,” he 
said. 
The Florida honeymooners, 
Thorsen said, represent 15 per 
cent of the estimated 2,192,000 
m arriages which will take 
place in the United States in 
1972. 
Contrary to what many peo­ 
ple believe that “people don’t 
get married any more,” Thor­ 
sen said, “ Marriage is at an all- 
time high in the United »States,” 
and shows a continuous upward 
trend.

When they realized E rin ’s 
stay at Mount Zion Hospital in 
San Francisco would be her 
last, Nancy and Bob moved into 
the hospital with her. 
“ Erin was not afraid to die, 
but she was afraid to be alone,” 
Nancy said. 
Will she have another child, 
Nancy said she is often asked. 
“1 call that the ‘puppy syn­ 
drome’. Like when a puppy is 
run over and you go right out 
and replace it. No child is 
replaceable, and the loss is as 
great if you have many chil­ 
dren or one. The only difference 
is if you lose your only child 
your life style does change,” 
Nancy said. 
“Erin taught me to live life to 
the fullest but with the reality 
that it will end. I don’t want 
another child to have to die or 
another parent to lose a child.”

A few cents, saved here and 
there at the grocery store, can 
cut your weekly food bill any­ 
where from 10 to 15 per cent, 
U.S. Department of Agriculture 
food economists find.

YORK (UPI)—That 
cliche about “Tennis anyone?”

“Tennis everyone.” 


The keepers of statistics say 
the emergence of professional 
tennis as a glamour sport has 
been paralleled in growth by 
the amateur game. 


Michael J. Bums, director of 
the U.S. Lawn Tennis Associa­ 
tion (USLTA), says the sport is 
growing by about one million 
more players each year, that 
today the number of players in 
the United States alone is esti­ 
mated at 11.5 million. 


There’s no count available on 
the additional millions of spec­ 
tators of a sport that, according 
to Encyclopedia Britannica, has 
its roots in a family of games 
played in Egypt and Persia 500 
years B.C. 
Boutiques featuring tennis 
garb are p ro liferatin ^-an d 
profiting. So are the stores fea­ 
turing equipment, the tennis 
camps, teaching pros, courts 
(4000 built last year) and some­ 
thing now' to make tennis a 
year-round game—the sophisti­ 
cated, covered indoor facility 
with special appeal to the wom­ 
en. 
Some of these facilities pro­ 
vide luxury lounges, fashion 
shops, nurseries and babysit­ 
ters, women’s leagues and ten­ 
nis clinics. 
A 1971 Nielsen study for the 
USLTA showed total spending 
on tennis at $402 million a year. 


And that’s not including the 
“gate” for tournaments such as 
the rich U.S. Opens which just 
finished at New York’s West 
Side Tennis Club in Forest Hills 
or the Virginia Slims tours for 
women p ro fessio n als. L ast 
year, the tour drew an estimat­ 
ed 170,000. By the end of this 
year, it is expected to reach 
half a million. 


Nor does that total count the 
earnings of the professionals. 
Last year, for example, Billie 
Jean King became the first 


woman to earn more than $100,- 
000 for a year at the game. 
Spokesmen for Virginia Slims 
said the average of its touring 
pros was $30,000 to $35,000 a 
year. 


Undoubtedly, much of the 
growing interest, particularly 
among the young, results from 
the national and international 
championship play of the teen­ 
age and early 20s groups. They 
can make it, why not we too? 
Two girls with the charisma 
of youth 
and fearlessness 
against older, more experi­ 
enced rivals are Evonne Goola- 
gong and Chris Evert. 
Evonne, just turned 20, be­ 
came the darling of tennis from 
the time she came out of Barel- 
lan, a little village in New 
South Wales, and took the wom­ 
en’s singles title at Wimbledon 
last year, one of the youngest 
champs in the classic’s history. 
Evonne, curly-haired, happy- 
go-lucky, is one-eighth aborigi­ 
ne and one of eight children of 
a Barellan sheep shearer. 
Miss Evert is from a Fort 
Lauderdale, Fla., tennis-play­ 
ing family; her father, Jimmy, 
is a pro at Holiday Park. They 
called Chris a “happening” last 
year when, only 16, she made 
her first appearance in the U.S. 
Opens and made it to the semi­ 
finals. Back this year, she also 
made it to the semis, but lost

“AND I could throttle the 
woman who says she’d rather 
work for the man,” said the 
Chicago-born woman who owns 
her own Trahey Advertising 
Agency. 
“Women are serfs in most 
offices,” she said. “They do 
most of the work for less pay 
than the man.” 
Equal pay for equal work is 
in most instances just not the 
case, 
she said, although 
“ there’s a lot of tokenism in 
management today.” But she 
continued in an interview, you 
can take a woman and a man 
graduating from college at the 
same time and the man will be 
hired for a better job than the 
woman. The woman probably 
will start as a secretary and 
work up. “It’s a hard road,” 
she said. 


IN MOST com panies, you 
have to be a “super spectacu­ 
lar” to succeed, she said. “And 
how many are that talented!”

I-J Special Report 
WASHINGTON, D. C. - The 
opportunities and rights of fed­ 
erally employed women are 
summarized in a new publica­ 
tion. “Calling All Women in 
Federal Service,” issued by the 
Women’s Bureau of the U. S. 
Department of Labor’s Employ­ 
m ent Standards A dm inistra­ 
tion. 
Directed to both present and 
potential employees, the brief 
guide outlines various acts and 
executive orders which elimi­ 
nate barriers to women’s equal 
employment opportunity in the 
federal government. It also de­ 
scribes special programs avail­ 
able to women civil servants, 
including counseling, training 
and upward mobility opportuni­ 
ties. 
Federal regulations govern­ 
ing part-time employment, ma­ 
ternity leave, maternity care 
benefits, membership in unions 
and associations and political 
rights are also included. 
M rs. 
E lizab e th 
D uncan 
Koontz, deputy assistant secre­ 
tary of labor and Women’s Bu­ 
reau director, and Mrs. Jayne 
B. Spain, vice chairman of the 
Civil S erv ice C om m ission, 
urged all federally employed 
women to become familiar with 
and avail themselves of their 
opportunities. 
Both cited the federal govern­ 
ment as a “pioneer” in equal 
opportunities for women. In 
1883, the Civil Service Act was 
passed to provide that women 
m ust be adm inistered civil 
service exam inations on the 
same basis as men. In 1923, the 
Classification Act required 
equal pay for equal work.

Aged Need As Much 
Exercise As Ever 


As a person ages he or she 
needs as much exercise as ev­ 
er. To maintain his ideal weight 
between the ages of 30 and 60, 
men should consume 11 per 
cent fewer calories and women 
five per cent fewer calories. 
Dr. Ralph A. Nelson of the 
Mayo Clinic reported these 
findings based on a 30-year 
study of medical records of 
patients at the Mayo Clinic in 
Rochester, Minn.

Tor The Enjoyment 
Of The People' 


The measure before San Ra­ 
fael voters in a special election 
one week from today reads: 
“Shall the City of San Rafael 
. . . incur a bonded indebted­ 
ness in the principal amount of 
$2,250,000 for the purpose of 
raising money for the acquisi­ 
tion of ‘open space’ or ‘open 
area’ for the use and enjoy­ 
ment of the 
people 
of San 
Rafael?” 


WE LIKE THAT “for the 
use and enjoyment of the peo­ 
ple of San Rafael.” That’s what 
preserving open space is all 
about — or should be. 
“ Use and enjoyment” doesn't 
m ean that the open space 
should 
be 
cluttered 
up with 
roads and recreation equip­ 
ment and refreshment stands. 
We can enjoy a wooded hill­ 
side without climbing it. We 
enjoy a beautiful, unspoiled 
ridgeline each time we drive 
past — and if anything has 
brought home to Marinites the 
need for preserving open space, 
it is the perching of buildings 
(often distinctly unattractive 
ones, at that) along those ridge- 
lines. 
But there should be a path up 
that wooded slope or onto that 
ridge for those who want to 
take it. It should be accessible. 
And where the topography 
lends itself, there should be a 
picnic spot with some facilities 
for disposing of garbage. 
Little things like that make 
open space useable for the en­ 
joyment of the people. 


THE SAMPLE ballot argu­ 
ment in favor of the bond issue 
(none against it was submitted) 


SACRAMENTO SCENE 


claims there is no conflict be­ 
tween this proposal and the 
county wide park district to be 
voted on in November. 
“The city bond issue,” says 
the argument, written by May­ 
or O. Paul Bettini, “provides 
an emergency measure of sav­ 
ing areas which are in immedi­ 
ate danger of being developed. 
On the other hand, the county- 
wide district would provide a 
long-range program of acquir­ 
ing open space both within and 
but mostly outside of the San 
Rafael city lim its.” 


This pretty well states the 
case. Whatever the fate of the 
countywide district, the d e­ 
mands on it will be suchthat it 
cannot 
be expected to save 
much of the fast-disappearing 
open space in San Rafael. The 
city has a list of eight proper­ 
ties on which development al­ 
ready 
is proposed — which 
presumably would be top prior­ 
ity if the $2,250,000 bond issue 
is authorized. 


THERE IS A FALSE belief 
that taxpayers suffer from 
keeping land in open space. On 
the contrary, 
many develop­ 
ments fail to produce enough 
taxes to pay for the public 
services they require. An in­ 
vestment in open space, where 
it is needed to preserve the 
quality of life, thus can also 
mean a tax saving over the 
long run. 
It will require two-thirds ap­ 
proval for the bond issue to 
pass. We hope the turnout next 
Tuesday is large — and that at 
least two-thirds of the votes are 
*‘y es.” 


California Hasn't Stinted 


Higher Education System 


By RUS WALTON 
The next time someone tries to tell you 
that California taxpayers have short­ 
changed their colleges and universities, 
don’t you believe it. 


In the past 10 years we have shelled 
out $6.45 billion to support our system of 
higher education. 


Annual expenditures for taxpayer-sup- 
ported higher education have tripled 
since 1962. Then we spent $366 million; 
this year we will pay out $1.13 billion. 
That will bring the 11-year total to $7.58 
billion — and that is quite a bag of coins. 


It goes to support nine University of 
California campuses and 19 state college 
and university institutions, and to help 
finance the greatest network of communi­ 
ty colleges in the free world. 


WHILE WE TAXPAYERS have been 
making it possible for more and more 
young people to attend the state’s col­ 
leges and universities, we have also been 
increasing the per-student support. In 
1962, support per student at UC was 
$2,576 a year; today it is $3,372. In 1962, 
support per student at the state colleges 
averaged $1,026; today it is $1,519. 
Nothing stingy about that. 
P er capita taxes for higher education 
have also increased during the past 10 
years: from $21.29 in 1962 to $54.19 as of 
today. 
At the sam e time state expenditures 
for higher education were increasing 208 
per cent in 10 years, total enrollment 
rose 168 per cent: UC, up 80 per cent; 
state colleges, 167 per cent, and commu­ 
nity colleges, 190 per cent. 
University and state college personnel 
also soared. In 1962, there were 23,224 
persons employed by the University of 
California; today there are 41,996. 


TEN YEARS AGO on the UC campuses 
there were two “non-academic” employ­ 
ees for every one on the teaching staff. 
Today, the ratio is almost three-to-one; 
which means that for every academician, 


there are three persons filing or sweeping 
or mowing. 
The state colleges had 11,944 employees 
on 18 campuses in 1962. Today that total 
has swelled to 29,716 and there are 4,200 
more non-teaching employees than there 
are educators. 
This year there will be about 963,000 
students enrolled in the state’s total 
higher education system: 107,340 on the 
UC campuses and another 233,000 in the 
state colleges and universities. 
To most young Californians, however, 
higher education means a community 
college. Some 623,000 students will be 
enrolled in those two-year institutions 
this year. Of that total, about 105,000 will 
be adult or part-time attendees. 
Ten years ago there were 70 communi­ 
ty colleges in the state. Since then the 
total enrollment has almost tripled and 
today there are 95. The m aster plan calls 
for another 34 within the next 10 years. 


THIS GROWTH, and projected growth, 
reflects not only an increase in the 
number of high school graduates going 
directly into the two-year “ Junior” col­ 
leges, it also indicates that more and 
more adults are attending part-time to 
expand their knowledge or to up-date 
their technical job skills. Community 
colleges will continue to take a more 
im portant part as the economy becomes 
more technical, as leisure time increases, 
and as the 
trend toward “life-long” 
learning develops. 
While enrollment continues to climb at 
the community college level, it is down at 
both UC and the state colleges. Both 
systems fell 
short of their estimated 
registrations in 1971 
and 
both will proba­ 
bly fall short again this year. 
Concern now is focusing on what will 
be done in the 1980s with all the facilities 
and tenured staff as enrollment continues 
to shrink.

1 have served with Pete Arrigoni fin the 
City-County Planning Council for over 
two years.

It was an 
area where reasonable men, of which 
Peter is eminently one, can differ. 
Peter’s record of attendance at the 
smog board 
and here I erred, based on 
information given to me — has been 29 
out of 35 sessions. Given his role on the 
board of supervisors and the coincidence 
of budget sessions with smog board 
meetings, this record is not unreasona­ 
ble. Peter has been a conscientious public 
servant, and I have been proud to work 
with him.

Watergate Cases Put 
Loand On Republican 


WASHINGTON 
F ederal 
Judge 
Charles Richey of the District of Colum­ 
bia Court is carrying a burden that puts 
him under the heaviest responsibility. He 
is the judge who will hear both the civil 
and crim inal cases growing out of the 
bugging of Democratic national head­ 
quarters, an unprecedented exercise in 
political espionage long since outgrown 
the sniggering designation of caper. 
The im m ediate challenge is whether 
one or both eases will be heard prior to 
the election on Nov. 7. Judge Richey 
m ust thread his way through a tangle of 
legalisms if postponement is not to follow 
postponement, with the suspicion that the 
power of the judiciary is being used to 
keep back facts that might harm the 
Nixon-Agnew ticket. 
The five men arrested with all the tools 
of espionage in Democratic headquarters 
at the W atergate on June 14 have not yet 
been indicted. The trail leads through a 
murkey underground to individuals who 
had connections with the committee to 
re-elect the President. Into the Miami 
bank account of one of the five, Bernard 
Barker, two large deposits supposedly 
intended for the committee •— one $25,000 
and another $89,000 — have been traced. 
Why? No one has come up with the 
answers. 


EDWARD BENNETT WILLIAMS at­ 
torney for Lawrence O’Brien, Democrat­ 
ic chairm an at the time of the breakin. 
has been taking depositions in O’Brien’s 
suit for $1 million against the Nixon 
campaign committee. Judge Richey on 
his own initiative ordered the depositions 
scaled. His reason was that disclosure 
might prejudice the chances for a fair 
trial for the five. 
Yet taking the depositions in a law 
office and not under the jurisdiction to a 
trial judge is inhibiting. The witnesses 
are not liable to discipline for circum­ 
venting the questions or for refusing to 
testify at all. 
Judge Richey now says that when the 
deposition taking is complete in a week 
or 10 days, he will reconsider his ruling. 
By taking the seals off the depositions 
some of the mystery would he cleared up 
and the public could feel more confident 
that justice will not be so long delayed as

to be irrelevant to the great issue of 
corruption of the election process. 


THAT A BURDEN of this magnitude 
should bo put on Judge Richey says a lot 
about the method of selecting federal 
judges and the way that a particular case 
falls to the lot of a particular judge. 
Granted that he may have the wisdom of 
a Solomon and the virtues of an Aristides 
the just, his origins have a bearing on the 
heavy responsibility he has assumed. 
He was appointed to the federal bench 
or. May 19, 1971. Prior to that he had 
been general counsel to the Public Serv­ 
ice Commission in Maryland. Spiro Ag- 
new, as governor, had named him to that 
post and he had continued to serve under 
Gov. Marvin Mandel. In Maryland he has 
been known as “Spiro’s Man. 
When the Espionage case came before 
the federal court, one judge, William B. 
Jones, disqualified himself. He did so 
because he had been a Democrat and 
was appointed in 1962 by a Democratic 
president. 


SURELY IN THIS instance the circum ­ 
stances cry out for not only a special 
prosecutor but a special tribunal to hear 
the whole case without fear or favor. It is 
too much to ask of a judge serving 
scarcely more than a year to pass on this 
issue with ail its ramifications and with 
what is certain to be an increasing glare 
of public attention. 
For that m atter, why not a thorough 
Senate investigation by the judiciary 
subcommittee of which Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy is chairm an? On that commit­ 
tee are Senators Charles Me. Mathias, 
Birch Bayh and Philip Hart. They could 
be counted on for a close look, with the 
right of subpoena, at the whole affair. 
The zero scenario of those fearful of a 
eover-up is as follows: The two men 
involved at one degree removed at one 
degree removed and with what appear to 
have been links to the Committee to Re- 
Elect the President and the White House, 
E. Howard Hunt Jr. and G. Gordon 
Liddy, will go scot-free while the five 
caught in the act take their medicine. 
The harm to the President in this scena­ 
rio is minimal. The harm to public trust 
and confidence will be maximum.

Poor We Have Always With Us 
— It's Time To Recognize This 


M illions of m iddle-class A m ericans 
cling stubbornly to the myth that no one 
really needs to be poor in America: 
They reassure each other at dinner 
parties that “ those people” on welfare 
are chiselers who are too lazy to work. 
Even some members of Congress are 
addicted to the notion that the nation’s 
multibillion dollar outlay on public assist­ 
ance goes mainly into the pockets of 
people who could support themselves if 
they tried, but who prefer sponging off 
the taxpayer. 


THIS IS NONSENSE. And it is danger­ 
ous nonsense, because it keeps Ameri­ 
cans from confronting intelligently one of 
their most serious social problems. 
The fact is —and it IS a fact, not an 
attitude or an argument, but a hard fact 
—that we have millions of hard-core poor 
in this country who are dependent on 
public support because they cannot earn 
a living. 
There was a time when welfare rolls 
contained a substantial num ber of poten­ 
tial wage-earners. But most of these 
were weeded out through various federal 
and private job program s in the 1960’s. 
At the start of that decade, we had 
nearly 40 million persons —one fifth of

the population —living below the official 
poverty line. By 1968, that figure had 
shrunk to 25 -million, or one-eighth of the 
population. Since 1968, there has been 
very little change in the number of poor, 
which indicates we are getting close to 
the rock bottom figure of unemployables. 


Further evidence of this is found in the 
fact that only 12 per cent of the people 
now classified as poor are physically able 
to work. And most of that 12 per cent are 
women, with sm all children. Able-bodied 
males comprise only about 1 per cent of 
the total welfare roll. 


THE VAST MAJORITY of our poor arc 
old people, children, sick or handicapped 
people, and unm arried women who have 
no job skills to market even if there were 
day care centers at which they could 
park their fatherless children. 


“Tightening up” welfare rules with 
“ work-or-else” requirem ents —a favorite 
prescription of taxpayers who resent the 
welfare burden —obviously isn’t going to 
make a blind 70-year-old widow become a 
self-supporting wage earner. 


The choice our society faces is starkly 
simple: Either we can put the hard-core 
poor on some kind of perm anent govern­ 
ment dole, or we can let them rem ain 
mired in poverty and deprivation. People 
who prefer the latter course are entitled 
in our democracy to advocate it. but they 
shouldn’t be hypocrites about it. 


MOST AMERICANS probably prefer 
the form er solution, and the only real 
issue among them is how best to arrange 
the necessary dole. President Nixon pro­ 
poses a government-guaranteed cash in­ 
come of $2,400 a year for a family of 
four. His D em ocratic opponent, Sen. 
George S. McGovern, after backing away 
from an earlier plan which was an 
oversimplified version of what econo­ 
mists call the negative income tax, now 
espouses a plan very sim ilar to but 
somewhat m ore liberal than Nixon’s. He 
would give $4,000 a year, partly in cash 
and the rest in food stamps, to a poor 
family of four. Both Nixon and McGovern 
stress that no aid would be given to 
anyone who’s able to work but refuses to 
take a job when offered. 


Either plan would be a vast improve­ 
ment over the costly and inefficient mess 
we’ve got now.

Petaluma Teachers Complain 
But Principally To Each Other 


Petaluma teachers may be 
outstanding in the classroom, 
but as militants they’ra flunk­ 
ing the course. 


The air in faculty rooms is 
practically blue with rage in 
nearly all schools, but for the 
most part teachers seem able 
to complain only to each other. 
Some gripes were aired at last 
week’s session with the Petalu­ 
ma Board of Education, but 
most teachers seemed reluctant 
to lay their cards on the table 
as board president Arthur L. 
Lafranchi had urged them to 
do. 


Most have been with the dis­ 
trict for 10 years and were out 
of college before protest move­ 
ments became routine. While 
the teachers express outrage 
with the system set down by 
administrators, they seem as 
closely restricted by their own 
system and feel uncomfortable 
making demands. 


THE TEACHERS seem tied 
to the old-fashioned classroom 
atmosphere and when they ap­ 
pear at board meetings it is 
they who take on the role of 
meek and mild students, hesi­ 
tant to question the authority of 
the board.

T A IPEI <UPD - President 
Chiang Kai-shek has been re­ 
leased from the Veterans Gen­ 
eral Hospital where he was 
treated for “ a mild case of 
pneumonia,” reliable sources 
said today. 
The sources said Chiang, who 
will be 85 Oct. 31, left the 
hospital for his home in subur­ 
ban Taipei “ a few days ago.” 


WASHINGTON ~ Every four 
years 40 to 50 million Ameri­ 
cans vow that if their man 
doesn’t win the presidency, 
they will move to Canada. 
This year is no different, and 
I have heard many of my de­ 
arest 
friends 
say, 
“ If 
McGovern is elected, I ’m tak­ 
ing the family to Canada.” Or 
“ If Nixon gets in for another 
four years, I ’m leaving the 
country.” 


THE TROUBLE with these 
threats is that the Canadians 
take them seriously. Since they 
are so short on population, the 
idea of 40 or 50 million new 
immigrants 
makes 
their 
mouths water. 


The Canadians start building 
new homes and schools to ac­ 
commodate the disenchanted 
American voters. Shopping cen­ 
ters are constructed, contracts 
are given out for drive-in thea­ 
ters and motels. 
The Canadians repaint all 
their buildings and touch up 
their lawns to make the Ameri­ 
cans feel at home. 
Night classes are given on 
how to treat the new arrivals. 
Welcome Wagons are beefed up 
and new factories are build to 
provide jobs for the millions of 
Democrats or Republicans who 
say they cannot live in the 
United States under a Commu­ 
nist Democratic or Fascist Re­ 
publican regime. 
To facilitate the move, Cana­ 
dian customs officials are told 
not to open any luggage of 
American emigrants. Canadian 
Mounties are instructed to go 
easy on traffic tickets. 
No expense is spared in pre­ 
paring for the influx of people. 


BUT WHAT inevitably hap­ 
pens is that after the election 
the 40 or 50 million people who 
vowed they would go to Canada 
change their minds and remain 
in the United States to stick it 
out under “ That Man in the 
White House.” 
I saw it happen when John 
Kennedy beat Nixon. I saw it 
happen again when Lyndon 
Johnson beat arry Goldwater, 
and again in 1968 when Richard 
Nixon defeated Hubert Hum­ 
phrey. 
Canada was waiting with wel­ 
coming arms for all the people 
who said they couldn’t live in 
the United States any more. 
Nobody came. 


AU the hopes and dreams of 
the Canadians to double their 
population overnight vanished, 
but it left a taste of bitterness 
that lingers on. 


THE GREATEST cause of 
anti-American feelings in Cana­ 
da can be attributed to our 
presidential election-year prom­ 
ises which people in this coun­ 
try have failed to keep. 
How long can the Canadians 
keep building up their country 
for people who promise to go 
there and then refuse to go? 
At the moment Canada is in a 
terrible quandary. The ambas­ 
sador in Washington has report­ 
ed that 45 million Republicans 
have vowed to go to Canada if 
George McGovern becomes 
President of the United States. 
He has also reported that sur­ 
veys indicate that 40 million 
Democrats will come if Nixoh 
stays in the White House. 
Canada must decide in the 
next few weeks whether to go 
through the motions of prepar­ 
ing for them or to ignore these 
vows as idle threats. Suppose 
this time all the people who say 
they’re going to Canada really 
do? Yet suppose the Canadians 
spend all the money and nobody 
shows up? 


IT SEEM S TO ME it's incum­ 
bent on every American voter 
not to say he’s going to Canada 
unless he really means it. If he 
is sincere about it, he should 
notify the Canadian immigra­ 
tion authorities. 
I know it’s hard to ask people 
at the height of an election 
campaign not to make threats 
they have no intention of keep­ 
ing about moving out of the 
country. All I’m suggesting is 
that if you want to tell someone 
you’re leaving after the elec­ 
tion, tell them you’re going to 
France, where they don’t care 
if you come or not.

The ordinance will have a 
loophole for builders by includ­ 
ing a variance procedure and 
waiving the $25 variance fee for 
applicants who could develop 
without a variance in the ab­ 
sence of the proposed emergen­ 
cy ordinance. 
Although the m oratorium s 
adopted in other cities in Marin 
have concentrated on larger 
parcels of land, the San Ansel­ 
mo ban would prevent any per­ 
manent change to undeveloped 
land without a use permit, he 
said.

Fairfax Council Rejects 
Drake Boulevard Widening 


The prospect of a broader, busier Sir 
Francis Drake Boulevard through Fair­ 
fax was summarily disposed of last night 
by the city council. (Another council 
story, page 1.) 


Since Sir Francis Drake Boulevard and 
Broadway are to be resurfaced in the 
next few weeks, City Engineer Benjamin 
C. Albritton presented two possible plans 
for inexpensively improving traffic flow 
in downtown Fairfax. 


Plan One was to leave things basically 
the sam e, m erely replacing existing 
traffic islands and lines with reflector 
dots and adding a left turn lane from 
Broadway westbound onto Bolinas Ave­ 
nue. 
Plan Two would have killed the 12 to 14 
parallel parking spaces along the Par- 
kade side of Drake and replaced them 
with another traffic lane. 
Mayor Albert E. Gately said, “ My 
concern is that I think every merchant on 
the north side of Sir Francis Drake, 
including the post office, except the 
beauty parlor, involve short stops. I 
couldn’t see eliminating those parking 


spaces for those merchants on that side 
of the street.” 
But others, businessmen and spectators 
alike in the audience of 30, worried more 
about increased traffic. Said one man, “I 
think we worry too much about hustling 
traffic out of town. I would like to see 
some tickets hung on them when they 
don't stop for pedestrians.” He was 
applauded. 
Emmett Davidson of Fairfax feared 
adding even one lane would set a prece­ 
dent for widening the thoroughfare to 
West Marin even more. 
The council then by a 41 vote adopted 
the plan leaving Drake at two lanes. The 
county is now widening Drake in Kent- 
field despite opposition from the Marin 
Community College District Board, but 
has met opposition for any further widen­ 
ing from cities farther up the valley. 
City Administrator Robert E. Crowe 
estimated cost of the reflector project at 
about $1.500. 
Councilman E. Ross Parkerson cast 
the only negative vote. “ We are acting a 
little hasty, it seems to me, but that’s the 
way it goes,” he said. 


The Fairfax City Council Also: 


HUMAN RIGHTS — Agreed to find two 
volunteers to work with the Marin County 
Human Rights Commission. 
MALPRACTICE — Continued to its Oct. 
10 meeting an applicationby a group trying 
to hold a street dance outside the Pavilion to 
raise m oney for m alpractice insurance 
needed for a proposed free clinic at Fairfax 
Community Church, because it wanted to 
find out more about support for the clinic 
and plans for the dance. 
OPEN SPACE — Supported by a 3-2 vote 
the priority list for open space acquisition of 
the proposed county open space preserva­ 
tion program assuming the fifth priority 
item, rim of the Corte Madera drainage 
basin, includes much of the ridgeland about 
Fairfax. Councilmen Lee Nelder and Robert 
R. Souza voted against. 
TOILETS — Heard a request by Fire 
Chief Charles Thornton to build toilets next 
to the refreshment stand at the city ballpark 
instead of on a retaining wall near the Bank 
of America, but the council unanimously 
stuck bv the site previously approved. 
SHRUBBERY — Voted 3-2 to cut the cost 
of landscaping around city hall from $1,181 
to $540 by using grass seed and cheaper 
stone instead of sod and river-washed flag­ 
stone for a walk. Councilmen Parkerson and 
Frank J. Egger opposed, apparently favor­ 
ing cutting the cost further.

The San Rafael City Council last night 
took its first look at plans to develop 
courthouse square and called for a 
project “ more spectacular” than has 
been proposed by the McKeon Construc­ 
tion Co. of Sacramento. (Two other San 
Rafael City Council stories, page 1) 
Though one councilm an said plans 
should proceed as proposed, others urged 
use of more stylish architecture. 
The firm has proposed an eight-story 
office building (described as “boxlike” by 
the mayor parallel to A Street, a two- 
story office structure and a multilevel 
parking garage. 
Attorney Albert Bianchi, representing 
McKeon, told the council that the project 
was a “several million dollar risk” and 
requested guidance before instructing 
McKeon to m ake alterations. Noting 
three council votes were required to 
approve the project, Bianchi said he was 
seeking advice from the “three final 
arbiters of good taste.” 
The planning commission Thursday 
unanim ously approved plans for the 
project after recommending changes in 
traffic, parking and building location. 
The council last night rejected a com­ 
mission request that the eight-story 
structure be moved 10 feet toward Fourth 
Street when concern was expressed that 
the project might be delayed if returned 
to the county for concurrence. 
Under a city-county agreement, at 
least 21 per cent of the 79,032 squa re-foot 
parcel is to be left as open space at the 
Fourth Street frontage. The 10-foot shift, 
which had been urged by the commission 
to allow more open area fronting Fifth 
Avenue, would require endorsement by 
the county which owns the land. 


McKeon Construction Co. of Sacramen­ 
to has paid the city $10,000 for the land, 
and must pay a $640,000 balance by Oct. 
25. 
Councilman Fred E. Jensen issued 
unqualified support of the plans as pro­ 
posed by McKeon. “It’s a nice layout and 
I wish we could start tomorrow,” he said. 
Other councilmen appeared less enthu­ 
siastic, but agreed development of the 
site was essential to the economy of San 
Rafael’s downtown area. 
Mayor C. Paul Bettini said the eight- 
story structure looked like a box and 
should be reduced in height if possible. “I 
want something more spectacular.. . an 
entrance of pillars or Spanish type 
gates,” he said. Other councilmen nodded 
approval of architecture more in keeping 
with that of Mission San Rafael Archan­ 
gel on Fifth Avenue. 
Councilman Lawrence F. Mulryan said 
he was concerned with the bulbous ap­ 
pearance of the eight-story building’s 
elevator. 
Councilman John A. Miskimen, noting 
an appeal has been filed on planning 
commission approval of the project’s use 
permit, did not comment on the plan. 
The planning commission, meeting to­ 
day at 7:30 p.m. in city hall, is expected 
to rescind its request that the buildings 
be shifted toward Fourth Street.

Olympians Cast Eyes Toward 1976 Games In Montreal

MUNICH (UPI)— The call 
wont nut, in the clear cool niKht 
air of Bavaria, for the youth of 
the world to “meet again in 
Montreal four years hence, in 
cheerfulness and concord” for 
the 1976 Olympic Games. 
The moment was more poi­ 
gnant than ever before, because 
the 85,000 people in the Olympic 
Stadium here were all too well 
aware that the 1972 Olympics 
being formally closed will go 
down in history as the one in 
which gunfire destroyed “con­ 
cord.” 


And there had to be wonder 
about what four years from 
now will bring in M ontreal 
when once again the athletic 
youlh of the world tries to meet 
for 15 peaceful days of competi­ 
tion in sport and game. 
The Montreal organizers, whc 
have not completed their final 
preparations for the physical 
facilities or the program, have 
promised to “return the games 
to the athletes,” an indication 
that the 76 games will be on a 
considerably less lavish scale 
than the $620 million enterprise 
staged by West Germany here. 
In addition, there is an impor­ 


tant congress of the interna* 
tional O lym pic C om m ittee 
scheduled in Varna. Bulgaria, 
in August 1973 at which many 
changes in the program will be 
proposed, among them the 
elimination of all team sports. 
And, too, the Olympic move­ 
ment now is coming out of the 
“ Brundage era,” which will end 
officially Sept. 30 when Avery 
Brundage, the 84-year-old Chi­ 
cago millionaire who has been 
president of the I.O.C. for the 
past 20 years, steps into retire­ 
ment and is replaced by Lord 
Michael Kallanin, a bluff, hear­ 
ty Irishman with ideas different 


in many respects from Brun­ 
dage. 
So the shape of things to 
come in the Olympics is not 
clear today as the 12,000 ath­ 
letes and officials who came 
here for the games, or at least 
the thousands still here on clos­ 
ing day, scattered to their 
homes in all parts of the world. 
But 
if 
two 
notes 
came 
through clear and loud in the 
55-minute-long closing ceremo­ 
ny Monday night in Olympic 
Stadium it was the determina­ 
tion of Olympic officials that 
their movement shall not die as 
a result of the violence here, 


and the exuberance of the 
youths assembled. 
This was supposed to be a 
toned-down closing ceremony, 
out of deference to the memory 
of the 11 Israeli team members 
who came here in peace and 
died on Sept. 5 when Arab 
guerrillas invaded the Olympic 
Village. 
And the German organizing 
committee eliminated several 
items from the planned agenda 
for the windup of what they had 
originally billed as “the happy 
games.” Bavarian dances and 
other festive music were elimi­ 
nated. 


But as the ceremony was 
carried off, it was hard to tell 
that any gaiety had been elimi­ 
nated. The mood was one of 
youth’s natural gaiety and opti­ 
mism breaking out of the 
gloomy events of the past week. 


There was no playing of 
“Auld Lang Syne,” and there 
was no singing of “For He’s A 
Jolly Good Fellow” for Brun­ 
dage. 


Only in few moments Brun­ 
dage with tears in his eyes said 
“ Auf Wiedersehen” to the peo­ 
ple of Munich and told them, 
“ We have celebrated these 


days of radiant happinesss with 
one another and have borne the 
difficult hours of terrible sor­ 
row together with you all.” 
But when the time came to 
leve the stadium, as the band 
played its liveliest tune of the 
nght, a jazzed-up version that 
was played at the medals cere­ 
monies during the games, the 
natural spirits of young people 
broke forth. 
Going out, they flung their 
arms about each other, the 
athletes from some 120 nations, 
and loped around the track. As 
the large electric scoreboard at 
one end of the stadium flashed 


the five-ringed Olympic em­ 
blem and the words “ Montreal 
1976,” groups of the athletes 
began waving at the crowd. The 
mood of excitement grew. 


Then groups of athletes broke 
ranks and took one last buoyant 
run around the red track. 
Among the most exuberant, 
were those of Britain and Aus­ 
tralia, Kenya, Mexico and Ar­ 
gentina. 


If the Olympic spirit is to 
climb back from the tragic 
events here, the impetus could 
come from that precious spirit 
of youth.

Cablegrams Render 
Support For DeMont 


The 20th Olympiad is over, thank goodness, but 
the talk about Terra Linda’s Rick DeMont being 
stripped of his gold medal in the 400-meter 
freestyle event goes on. 
Dr. Robert P. Knight Jr., a San Francisco 
psychiatrist, whipped off four cablegrams to 
Olympic officials in Munich shortly after the 
decision was made to take away Rick’s medal, 
because traces of a drug, ephedrine, was found in 
his urine specimin taken after the race. 
The calbegrams, which gave the professional 
opinion that the officials’ swimming decision was 
all wet, were sent to Avery Brundage, president of 
the International Olympic Committee; Clifford 
Buck, president of the U.S. Olympic Committee; 
Dr. Winston Riehl, U.S. Olympic team physician, 
and Prince Alexandre de Merode, chairman of the 
Olympic committee on drugs. 
Said the message: 


“DATA APPEARING in article in Journal 
American Medical Association, Aug. 28, 1972, 
entitled, “Drugs and the Athlete,” by Dr. Donald 
Cooper, Oklahoma State University Hospital, Still­ 
water, Oklahoma, stated clearly that no medical- 
scientific evidence exists which proves that any 
drug, including ephedrine, improves on the per­ 
formance of any athlete. This article must be read 
before any effort is made to take away the gold 
medal from swimmer Ricf DeMont.” 
Dr. Knight sent a copy of the Cooper article to 
the I-J and said he felt there were two main points 
in the article. First, accoridng to Knight, no drug 
taken by an athlete has ever been proved, by 
medical-scientific research, to improve an ath­ 
lete’s performance in competition. His second 
point to be stressed was that frequently only the 
medal winners are subjected to the urinary tests 
for drugs and the losers rarely tested. Yet, on the 
whole, says Knight, far more losers will reveal the 
residuals of some sort of drug in their urine. 


KNIGHT SAID it was the responsibility of 
someone on the Olympic Committee to know what 
drugs were in the medicine Rick was taking, since 
he listed the remedy, Marax, on proper forms 
before ever competing in the Olympics. 
According to the 1972 edition of the “Physician’s 
Desk Reference,” a publication sent to all physi­ 
cians in the U.S. free, Marax contains atarax, 
ephedrine and theophylline. Knight quotes this 
reference: “Ephedrine is of significant benefit in 
symptomatic relief . . . in bronchial asthma. 
Theophylline is a particularly useful drug.in the 
treatment of bronchial asthma. Atarax modifies 
the central (nervous) stimulatory action of ephed­ 
rine preventing excessive excitation in patients on 
Marax.” 
In other words, ephedrine alone can be called an 
“upper” but when it is included in the medication, 
Marax, it isn’t.

A Gold Medal Winners Distress 


Jim Hay Hart once again is trying to turn the 
clock back. He will be 31 next month. And that is 
an advanced age for a baseball player to pick up 
the pieces of a broken major league career. 
Hart no longer is the happy 
go-lucky kid he was in 1963 
when he made his major league 
debut in Candlestick Park July 
7. That was a Sunday and a 
record crowd of 42,787 jammed 
Candlestick to watch a double- 
header between the Giants and 
Cardinals. 


HART, I \ HIS debut, got two 
singles in the opener, one a 13th 
inning hit that tied the score 3-3 
and kept the Giants alive for a 
15th inning victory. 


In his first time at bat in the 
nightcap, Hart's left shoulder 
was fractured by one of Bob 
Gibson’s fast balls. Hart didn’t 
appear in the lineup again until 
the final week of the season and 
he was hit in the head by a fast 
ball that sailed away from Curt 
Simmons in St. Louis. 
So Hart’s first season in the 
majors started with a broken 
shoulder and ended with a king 
sized headache. 


IN 19« HART hit 31 homers. 
Everyone predicted a great ca­ 
reer for him. By the end of the 
1968 season he had a total of 139 
homers. In the first week of the 
1969 season at San Diego he 
jammed his right shoulder in a 
pickoff play at first base. He hit 
only three homers in 1969. 
Hart no longer could swing a 
bat as he once did. Even after a 
belated operation in 
1970, 
Hart’s home run swing was 
curtailed. And his throws from 
third base were erratic. 
In 1970-71, Hart led a yo-yo, 
up-and-down life between Phoe­ 
nix and San Francisco. He was 
dispatched to Phoenix this year 
before the Giants broke spring 
training camp. Then, he was 
recalled on May 12 but in nine 
games hit only .190, including 
one homer. And again he was 
sent back to Phoenix May 24. 
Nobody expected to see Hart in 
the majors again. 


Hart hit .324, including 18 hom­ 
ers, 30 doubles, seven triples 
and 75 RBIs. So on Sept. 4 the 
Giants summoned him to the 
big time once again. There was 
lots of roster room because the 
25-player limit now had been 
raised to 40 as it always is 
during the final month of a 
major league season. 
On Sept. 5 in San Diego Hart 
hit a ninth inning homer that 
tied the score 3-3 and the Giants 
went on to beat the Padres 4-3 
in 11 innings. The next night 
Hart hit a three-run first inning 
homer that started the Giants 
to a 6-0 win behind six-hit shut­ 
out pitching by Ron Bryant. It 
was Hart’s 154th major league 
homer. 
“I never gave up,” said Hart. 
“My shoulder doesn’t hurt any 
more.” 


FOR JIM RAY Hart that was 
a long speech. In all of his 
previous years with the Giants, 
Hart never said more than a 
couple dozen words. And he 
never said a harsh word about 
anyone. Even when Horace Sto- 
neham banished him to Phoenix 
from the 1971 Spring training 
camp of the Giants after Hart 
reported out of shape, Hart 
w asn’t angry although sad­ 
dened. 
When asked whether he in­ 
tended to play him self into 
shape as Stoneham ordered, 
Hart said: “I’d better.” 


BUT THIS YEAR at Phoenix 


ASIDE FROM HIS injuries. 
Hart didn’t take care of himself 
like an athlete should during 
the years he was belting hom­ 
ers. But the reports out of 
Phoenix this year gave Hart 
good conduct marks. One major 
league scout reported that Hart 
admonished a couple of young 
Phoenix teammates for curfew 
violations. 
“ Don’t try to do it the way I 
did,” Hart was reported to have 
told them. 


LOS ANGELES (U P I)-Jo h n 
Wooden, ever the diplomat, ref­ 
uses to be drawn into the great 
Olympic basketball controversy 
but the man who has coached 
UCLA to six straight National 
Collegiate Athletic Association 
titles says “it would be better if 
we accept our defeat.” 
Commenting Monday on Rus­ 
sia’s much-discussed 51-50 vic­ 
tory over the Unites States in 
Saturday night’s Olympic fi­ 
nals, Wooden said: 
“We’ve got to face that we 
lost. It doesn’t do us any good 
to mourn what has happened. 
In the long run, people aren’t 
interested in the particulars. 
They’re only interested in the 
final result. 
“I was terribly disappointed 
we failed to win. I don’t want to 
go into the reasons for it, 
though. I don’t think it’s in good 
taste to make excuses.” 
Wooden, whose Bruins will be 
shooting for their ninth national 
championship in 10 years this 
winter, was “ surprised” at 
America’s first defeat ever in 
Olympic basketball com peti­ 
tion. 
“I didn’t think it would hap­ 
pen this year,” he remarked. 
“In fact, I was more surprised 
at Russia beating us (the U.S.) 
in basketball than us (UCLA) 
beating Nebraska in football.” 
Despite the defeat, the UCLA 
coach of 24 seasons said Ameri­ 
ca remained No. 1 in the world 
in basketball. 
“ I don’t think they’ve (the 
other countries) come close to 
matching us yet,” Wooden de­ 
clared. "They’re closing the 
gap but we’re still out in front. 
“ Normally, the team s we 
sent to the Olympics are strong­ 
er than the other teams. I 
definitely believed we were 
stronger this year, too. But 
sometimes you can have an off 
game. Obviously, we had an off 
game against Russia.”

MUNICH (UPI) - The last 
day matched the general mood 
in the Olympic Village. Gray, 
dism al and overcast. There 
wasn’t much laughter to be 
heard.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - In 
1957 the New York Giants drew 
only 653,923 fans to the Polo 
Grounds and owner Horace Sto­ 
neham decided to move his 
baseball team here. 
The magic number — at the 
turnstiles —for this y e a r’s 
Giants is 44,936. They need that 
many paying customers for the 
remaining seven home games 
to match the 1957 season total. 
The lowest attendance mark 
for the Giants in their first 14 
years here was 740,720 in 1970. 
In 1958, they played at tiny 
Seals Stadium but still drew 
1,272,625 fans. 
“That 1957 team wasn’t a 
good one,” Giants great Willie 
Mays recalled this spring be­ 
fore being traded to the New 
York Mets. “We were a lot 
better in 1958, and I think we 
would have done pretty good if 
we’d stayed in New York. 
“ But no one asked me what I 
thought,” he added. 
In their first years here, the 
Giants were assured of great 
crowds whenever the Los Ange­ 
les Dodgers came to town. A 
crowd ct 13,584 for Sunday’s 
doubleheader with Cincinnati 
pushed Giants’ 1972 attendance 
to 608,987 for 62 home dates. 
The 1957 New York total was 
for 68 dates and was the lowest 
home attendance in the league. 
This year the Giants may 
again be last in the National 
League in attendance. It’s a 
close fight with the San Diego 
Padres, the only team under 
them in the division standings.

FISH AND GAME 


Trout Fishing 
Comes To Life 


•y A i Gl DOINGS 


Last week after our most successful sage grouse 
hunt, I ended the column with our arrival at 
Webber Lake near Truckee, in Nevada County. 
We had planned, if we were successful on the 
grouse hunt, to spend 
a day trout fishing at 
Meadow Lake about eight miles above Webber. 
Usually about Sept. 


two chairs, a table, a coleman 
lantern and a heater, without 
being cramped. We also keep 
some of the food boxed and 
under the table. A suitcase with 
the needed changes of clothing 
also is an essential. We did not 
keep the heater on at night, but 
we did light it each morning 
before getting up. On the colder 
nights, we sometimes ended up 
with a heavy tarp entirely over 
the bed, and us too. Some of the 
times we cooked in the tent. 
Winter underwear is a must, 
and warm heavy clothes, plus 
rain gear is essential, also. If 
you are hunting, soft leather 
gloves help to keep your hands 
warm when carrying that ice 
cold rifle or shotgun. But camp­ 
ing out puts you right on the 
fishing or hunting spot all the 
time. 
For the good of everyone, it’s 
best about every five days to 
leave the camp and drive to the 
nearest motel, just for baths, 
and a general cleanup. It does 
something for you. One group 
which came along and camped 
next to us while we were away 
during a snow storm, couldn’t 
stand that quiet, spooky looking 
tent and camp setup any long­ 
er, so someone zipped the tent 
open, thinking perhaps, we 
were in there. Of course we 
knew they had done this by 
their tracks in the snow. 


BY ALL MEANS, use your 
venison, ducks, fish or whatev­ 
er while cam ping out. The 
meals from your fresh fish and 
game have a flavor above and 
beyond that when these morsels 
are taken home and frozen — 
and then sometimes forgotten 
to be thawed six months later 
when the flavor is gone. You 
can’t beat a well prepared meal 
in the mountains after an all 
day hunt. Ask anyone who 
knows.

A GOOD NUMBER of brook 
trout weighing a pound or so 
were netted, and one brown 
that 
weighed 
about 
eight 
pounds created lots of excite­ 
ment for the anglers there, 
especially when this monster 
was held aloft for all to see, 
then released. 


At Meadow Lake, the temper­ 
atures were down, so Mary, my 
wife, and I launched a cartop 
boat along the shoreline, rowed 
out a block or so, and dropped 
anchor. We used fly rods with 
two-pound test monofiliment, a 
size eight bait hook, and either 
roe or nightcrawlers for bait. 
We used the strip-cast method 
without a sinker, and then wait­ 
ed for a pickup. It was, per­ 
haps, 10 minutes before I nailed 
into a good rainbow'. 


Mary caught the largest fish 
a few minutes later using bo- . 
roxed steelhead roe, saved 
from last February, which was 
refrigerated but not frozen all 
these past months. Her fish was 
approximately 15 inches long. 
That’s the way it went. We 
ended up with 13 rainbows that 
weighed close to 10 pounds. 
They were all red-m eated, 
prime fish. 


I TALKED TO Enos Foster of 
Woodacre w’ho had spent the 
same weekend up at Medicine 
Lake in Siskiyou County. He 
and his gang all had a great 
time also catching trout. He did 
mention that the old general 
merchandise store, so long a 
part of the atmosphere at Medi­ 
cine Lake, had burned down 
some time back. Now you must 
take all the gear and supplies 
needed for your campout. Too 
bad — the old buildings, and 
the prices, were something to 
see! But my point is that trout 
fishing in the high altitudes is 
beginning to get good. 
Lots of people shiver and 
shake when I say we camped 
out. It’s really not that bad, but 
the right gear is essential. Last 
year, Mary and I camped out 
for 22 days, and we can’t wait 
for vacation time to roll around 
this year. The most difficult 
thing we encountered last year 
was a big wind. One time, the 
wind blew the tent down, anoth­ 
er time it ripped the tent in one 
comer. A second problem was 
keeping the eggs, olive oil, wa­ 
ter and other things from freez­ 
ing when the temperatures got 
as low as nine degrees. We 
solved this problem by keeping 
freezables in the ice box, of all 
places.

NEW YORK, N.Y. - To the 
average investor, the municipal 
bond market occupies a very 
specialized, and often mysteri­ 
ous niche in the financial world. 
It’s considered an intricate 
jumble of city, state, and school 
bonds, whose distinguishing 
feature is that interest pay­ 
ments are free from all federal 
income taxes. 
The tax-exempt aspect has 
made municipals a favored in­ 
vestment vehicle for banks, in­ 
surance 
companies, 
and 
wealthy individuals. It has 
saved local government units 
millions of dollars in interest 
costs that might otherwise have 
had to come out of taxpayers’ 
pockets. 
But relatively few people are 
aware that municipals offer at­ 
tractive rates of return, com­ 
bined with a huge degree of 
safety and marketability, to 
less affluent investors as well. 
One major reason why tax- 
exempts have been considered 
the exclusive province of the 
rich, asserts Michael T. Weiss- 
man, president of Paragon Se­ 
curities, is that “ Wall Street 
has done a poor job in mer­ 
chandising municipals to the 
public.” 
Most brokerage houses don’t 
give municipals the attention 
they deserve — they're too 
stock-market oriented,” Mr. 
Weissman said in an interview.

municipal bond departments 
like stepchildren.” 
At Paragon Securities, by 
comparison, municipal bonds 
get everybody’s undivided at­ 
tention. Founded in April, 1971, 
with a staff of five, Paragon 
sold $750 million worth of tax- 
free bonds during its first year 
in business — more than any 
other firm specializing in tax- 
free bonds. 
With offices in West Orange, 
N.J., New York City, and Ft. 
Lauderdale, Fla., Paragon now 
has a staff of 86 bond salesmen, 
backed up by a computerized 
trading department and a grow­ 
ing bond research staff. The 
firm bids on bond issues, en­ 
gages in underwriting, and car­ 
ries a sizable inventory as a 
market-maker. 
Unlike many old-line broker­ 
age houses, which do little to 
solicit business in tax-exempts, 
Paragon uses television adver­ 
tising and direct mail to attract 
middle-income investors. 
“ There’s a growing aware­ 
ness that you don’t have to be 
making $50,000 a year before 
municipals make sense in a 
portfolio,” Mr. Weissman notes. 
“ If you are in a $25,000 income 
bracket and own a municipal 
bond earning 6 per cent, the 
return is equivalent to a 10 per 
cent interest rate on a taxable 
investment. Obviously, the 
higher the income bracket, the 
greater the advantage of tax- 
free bonds.” 
An investor with personal in­ 
come in excess of $15,000 may 
be a candidate for tax-exempts, 
according to Mr. Weissman. “ A 
lot depends on the size of his 
savings account, future finan­ 
cial goals, and the ability to 
assume some limited risks in 
case the bonds have to be 
sold.” 
If interest rates were to go 
up, for instance, an investor 
who needed to cash in his bonds 
before maturity would be hit 
with a sizable capital loss. 
For the well-paid professional 
or white-collar worker, munici­ 
pals can provide yields equal to 
returns on taxable investments 
of 8ft per cent (based on a joint 
return in the 35 per cent brack­ 
et) up to 14 per cent for the 
wealthy resident of New York 
State or other high-tax areas. 
For middle-income investors 


Mr. 
Weissman prefers to 
search out “ undervalued” situ­ 
ations, where the bond credit 
rating may underestimate the 
issue’s ability to meet its finan­ 
cial obligations. 
A case in point is New York 
City bonds, which Paragon cur­ 
rently considers one of the 
“ best buys” among general ob­ 
ligation bonds. 
Although New York City 
bonds have been downgraded 
by rating services in recent 
years, because of the city’s 
well-advertised financial woes, 
Paragon believes the city’s 
bondholders have little to worry 
about. 
By law, the bonds have a 
prior lien on all taxes collected 
by the city. And the city ia 
required to levy enough taxes 
to pay for all principal and 
interest on outstanding debt. 
“ This makes the bonds as safe 
as many of those with a better 
credit rating,” he says. “ One 
can earn better than 6.5 per 
cent yield on a New York City 
bond maturing in 1980 — almost 
a full percentage point more 
than comparable issues.” 
Paragon backed up its confid­ 
ence in New York’s future fis­ 
cal soundness, when it snapped 
up $32 million of a recent $350 
million city bond issue, the 
largest chunk subscribed by 
any underwriter. 
“ About $18 million went to 
our retail clients, the rest to 
institutions — and we were sold 
out in 10 days,” he said with a 
smile. 
Many smaller buyers dipped 
into their savings bank ac­ 
counts to buy $10,000 to $15,000 
worth of bonds. 
In Paragon’s opinion, Phila­ 
delphia, Jersey City, and Cam­ 
den, N .J., deserve higher 
marks for fiscal stability than 
national rating services such as 
Moody’s and Standard & Poor’s 
have given them. Because their 
bonds are not top-rated, howev­ 
er, they provide above-average 
yields that make them more 
attractive to individual inves­ 
tors. 
While most individuals are 
interested in general obligation 
bonds, Paragon steers the more 
speculatively inclined investors 
into industrial revenue bonds, 
many of which yield 7, 8 and 9 
per cent tax-free. These bonds, 
which help finance the building 
of new factories, are guaran­ 
teed by industrial corporations, 
not government units. 
And if the company — the 
sole guarantor — has had a bad 
year or two, its bonds sell at 
discounts. If the company 
doesn't default on its payments, 
and its balance sheet improves, 
the bonds may climb sharply in 
value.

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New Muir Woods 
Zoning Is Asked 


The Marin County Planning 
Commission deferred action 
yesterday on a proposal to re­ 
zone the Muir Woods Park area 
southwest of Mill Valley to a 
lower density residential use. 
(Another planning commisuion 
story, page 1.) 
Currently, the area is zoned 
for 10,000-square-foot lots but 
under the proposal submitted 
by the Muir Woods Park Im­ 
provement Association, that fig­ 
ure would change radically. 
The association asked that 
lands east of Panoramic High­ 
way be rezoned to 20,000- 
square-foot lot minimum and 
the area west of the highway to 
one-acre lot minimum. 
In deferring action, the com­ 
mission said it wanted endorse­ 
ment of the proposal from a 
majority of those whose proper­ 
ty might be adversely affected. 
“ You’re asking us to act in a 
confiscatory m anner,’’ Com­ 
mission William B. Lyncy told 
association representative, add­ 
ing he was leery of “blanket 
zonings.” 
Lynch was joined by Chair­ 
man Jack G. Nixon and Com­ 
missioner Margaret B. Azevedo 
in urging the homeowners’ 
group to gain the support of 
owners of undeveloped land. 
“ There’s nothing wrong with 
a community asking for rezon­ 
ing,” added Nixon, “but there 


is if those people affected disa­ 
gree with it.” 
The commission also told the 
Muir Woods association it had 
failed to present adequate infor­ 
mation to support its request 
for lower density zoning. 
In explaining association rea­ 
soning, Robert Rydjord told the 
commission large properties 
shouldn’t be broken up “just to 
satisfy the big money develop­ 
ers.” He said the area should 
be protected and to allow dense 
development would qnly worsen 
sewage and traffic conditions. 
Among 
those 
speaking 
against the rezoning was Del 
Goetz, who said it would result 
in the exclusion of low and 
moderate-income persons from 
the area. 
“To deny people the right of 
access to this kind of life style 
is eminently unfair,” she said, 
adding traffic congestion was 
caused by weekend visitors to 
the area and not by residents. 
Other landowners charged 
that the imvovement associa­ 
tion was composed of residents 
living on 5,000 to 10,000-square- 
foot plots but who now seek to 
stop others from doing the 
same. 
After more than an hour of 
discussion, the commission re­ 
ferred the matter back to the 
planning staff and will consider 
it again Oct. 19.
